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THE SWING BACK TO THE MONITOR. 

Reports of various naval operations in the European 
war show that the monitor is a type of fighting ship 
that several of the foreign navies have a définite faith 
in. From the time the Germans reached the North Sea 
ports of Belgium and established a great submarine 
base at Zeebrugge the British navy has been using 
monitors for the bombardment of that port and the 
German positions along the coast. One of the striking 
features of the expedition to the Dardanelles was the 
presence of some great seagoing monitors in the British 
fleet that were engaged in the naval attack on the 
Turkish forts of the Gallipoli peninsula. Early in 
the present month reports came from France that a 
light type of monitor had been sent up the River 
Somme and through the system of canals that spread 
their watery network over that part of France and 
Belgium to assist in the artillery attacks on the German 
lines in the battle of the Somme. On the Danube, 
according to the official German report of Oct. 3, “Austro- 
Hungarian monitors in the Danube destroyed the pontoon 
bridges in the rear of the Roumanian troops who had 
crossed the Danube south of Bucharest.” 

Step by step the modern battleship has reverted to 
the two chief essentials of Ericsson’s monitor in that 
there is a tendency to lower the freeboard and to place 
greater dependence on the big guns in the revolving 
turrets. Now comes Colonel Ferretti, the designer 
of the latest {talian superdreadnought of the Cristo- 
foro Colombo class, with a design for a type of 
battle cruiser that in the natural development of fighting 
craft, particularly through the lessons learned in the pres- 
ent war, shows that the swing back to the monitor type 
is more marked than in any type of fighting ship abroad 
of which we have knowledge. ‘The striking features of 
his proposed design are the stringent reduction of all 
superfluous superstructure; -unusually low freeboard, 
and protection against aerial attack by turtle decks 
and armored hoods over all searchlight platforms and 
funnels. Colonel Ferretti proposes to have five-gun 
turrets on this new warship. ‘he sides slope inwards 
toward the keel with the idea of deflecting a shell, 
the 12-inch belt of armor provided amidships with this 
form of design making the ship safe against a 15-inch 
shell. An exceptionally deep double bottom, indepen- 
dently framed, is provided amidships. The displacement 
is estimated at 32,000 tons, an armament is provided of 
ten 15-inch in two five-gun turrets, twelve 7.5-inch 
guns in four three-gun turrets, and twenty-eight 4-inch 
guns, eighteen of the latter being on disappearing mount- 


ings and being arranged for use against aircraft. Eight 
submerged torpedo tubes would also be carried. Novel 


details are twenty searchlights in twin mountings and 
the mounting of range finders on each large turret. 
The designed speed is twenty-six knots, to be increased 
by two knots in an emergency. It would appear, then, 
from two of the features of this Italian naval designer’s 
plans that two of the striking features of Ericsson’s 
type of ship would reappear in his suggested type. 
These are the elimination of all superfluous super- 
Structure and the low freeboard. ‘These do not make 
for a handsome ship, and the lack of attractive qualities 
has no doubt had its influence in discrediting the 
monitor, but they doubtless explain why the Italian 
designer has reverted to them and why Great Britain 
still preserves the monitor type and keeps monitors in 
active service. 

Kricsson had one definite idea as to the use of his

monitor and the purposes to which it should be put, 
and he was not misled into changing his opinions by 
the enthusiasms of some of his admirers. He did not 
believe that monitors could be effectually used in open 
attack against forts, as some of his admirers did, and 
he wrote ten years after the war: “Nothing could induce 
me to lay before the world the approving opinions of 
the monitor system without also presenting the adverse 
criticisms of my work which learned as well as skilful, 
practical men have written in great numbers.” Ericsson 
dealt with the question from the point of view of the 
engineer, and he always insisted that his monitors were 
not meant to be vessels in the strictly nautical sense, 
He strove to secure the maxi- 
mum of defense by reducing the area of the floating 
surface he was required to cover and the number of 
guns he was expected to protect; concentrating a given 
weight of metal in a few large pieces, and adding to 
their aggressive force by enlarging the area of their 
fire from an are of a few degrees to the complete circle 
of 360 degrees. He had the satisfaction in 1867 of having 
the judges on naval structures at the conclusion of the 
Paris Exhibition in that year voice the formal opinion 
“that a monitor with a single turret and unencumbered 
deck is the most perfect structure for naval defense.” 
The seagoing qualities of the type were demonstrated 
during the fearful gales of two winters off the North 
and South Carolina coasts during the Civil War and 
in the passage of a monitor around Cape Horn to San 
Francisco. That they can keep the sea and fight is now 
being demonstrated continuously in the boisterous waters 
of the North Sea. And that this Italian designer’s 
latest type.of craft is marked by two of their distin- 
guishing features is added proof of the value of a war 
vessel against which there still remains in some quarters 
a lively and active ‘objection. Time and evolution, which 
forever move in circles, are destined to swing back to 
the monitor as “the most perfect structure for naval 
defense.” We protested against the indifference shown 
toward this type of vessel until we found that there 
was a prejudice in our Navy against this monitor which 
nothing could overcome. 
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THE NEW RECRUITING SYSTEM. 

Nothing could better illustrate the effective methods of 
Army officers and their silent patience under the fire of 
civilian criticism than the new plans for recruiting, 
worked out by Col. G. W. Read, of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s Department, and which, in the form of a letter 
sent to all officers in the recruiting service, were printed 
in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, page 210, issue of 
Oct. 14. Since Congress passed the resolution on March 
17 empowering the War Department to increase the 
strength of the Army by 20,000 men the recruiting officers 
of the Service have faced a task that has had few paral- 
lels in this country owing to economic conditions that re- 
duced the number of idle men to a lower stage than 
had occurred in many years. Moreover, The Adjutant 
General’s Department was assailed by civilian critics and 
the civilian press with a storm of criticism of its methods, 
chief of which was that they were “old-fashioned,” where- 
as every suggestion offered by these critics had been 
tried long since by the officers of the recruiting service 
and, as a rule, had been found ineffective. 

One sentence in Colonel Read’s letter may well give 
heart to those interested in the progress of the Army 
and bring confusion to its critics. This reads: “The 
Cavalry is now in excess’; and in consequence of this 
arm of the Service being filled, recruiting officers are 
ordered “to make an effort to induce applicants for Cav- 
alry to enlist in another arm, particularly Infantry, un- 
til further notice.” 

In addition to the thoroughness and the breadth of the 
scope of this new recruiting plan every effort is being 
made to present the best side of Army life and its possi- 
bilities as a career for a young man. This is noteworthy 
in such cases as the provision that recruiting officers are 
“authorized to offer assignment to an organization sta- 
tioned in the United States to all applicants who desire 
to enlist with a view to a furlough to the reserve, after 
one year’s honorable service, under the provisions of Sec. 
27, National Defense Act.” This is in line with the 
many recommendations made by Army officers on recruit- 
ing duty to the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL in the inter- 
esting series of letters concerning this general subject we 
printed last spring. It is pointed out in Colonel Read’s 
letter that “it will be easier for recruits to qualify for 
furlough to the reserve, under this provision, in the In- 
fantry,” and that it is believed with this provision “en- 
lisments for that arm may be greatly encouraged.” Stress 
is also laid on the fact that “while the Army offers a 
sure and honorable means of livelihood to the average 
man in search of employment, it now offers also a great 
opportunity to young men who desire to prepare them- 
selves for military service in time of war”; for, as Colo- 
nei Read’s letter points out, it is now recognized by those 
men who have attended the training camps at Plattsburg 
and elsewhere that the time they spend in camp is en- 
tirely too short to acquire anything like a worth-while 
military education. 

The businesslike methods suggested by this new plan 
of recruiting, the initiative displayed in it, and the readi- 
ness to take advantage of modern conditions of life are 
shown in several of its points: The first of these is the 
readiness to co-operate with postmasters, the second the 
suggestions as to how recruiting parties may be most 
effectively used with a minimum of red tape, and the 
third in the suggestion that “when they cannot be con- 
yeniently mustered otherwise members of recruiting 





parties may be mustered by telephone if their voices can 
be recognized.” 

In this connection there may be also mentioned the 
work of the Aviation Section of the Army that has been 
the victim of more vicious abuse from civilians of late 
than has ever fallen to the lot of the recruiting service. 
Going on its way, thoroughly and effectively, the Avia- 
tion Section has worked out a tentative system for the 
organization of the section (described on another page 
of this issue), that shows it is making substantial prog- 
ress in creating a military air service worthy of our 
Army. In fact, the plan seems to be so wholly admirable 
that it has quite silenced the section’s most abusive 
critics, the two members of the Aero Club of New York, 
who have made so many charges against the Aviation 
Section and its officers. As an illustration of how little 
actual help to the Army these Aero Club critics are the 
following circumstance may be noted. Two weeks ago 
the Aviation Section issued an appeal for civilian avia- 
tors—of which it had a list of 817 names—to get in 
communication with the officers of the section for the 
purpose of examination. Of all these men eleven re- 
sponded by mail, and only two appeared personally for 
examination. Yet on top of this wretched showing of a 
lack of civilian interest in military aviation, the Aero 
Club sent to the War Department the names of forty- 
five young men who were willing to study flying. They 
did not furnish one aviator in the flesh. It is worthy of 
note that one of these Aero Club criti¢s of the Army 15 
not even a citizen of the United States. 
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Representatives of the shipbuilders have taken up 
with the Navy Department the question of the penalty 
clause in the contracts for the Navy building program, 
informing the Department that they will be unable to 
bid on the ships if strict enforcement of the penalty 
clause is insisted upon. ‘The builders are willing to 
agree to carry out the provisions of the penalty clause 
providing they can secure material. ‘The steel mills 
and most of the manufacturers of shipbuilding material 
are behind with their contracts. This is due to the 
unprecedented demand for merchant ships. While the 
tonnage offered for European ports from every part of 
the world is greatly increased, the shipyards are scarcely 
able to keep up with the demand. As most of the 
European shipyards are busy building war vessels, 
the merchantmen have been forced to look to the United 
States and other neutral nations for new ships. This 
accounts for the fact that all of the shipyards and 
producers of material for ships have more contracts 
than they can fill. The manufacturers of shipbuilding 
material have promised the Navy Department that they 
will give preference to the yards that are building Navy 
vessels. Already they have shown that they intend to 
make good their promises by giving the Navy Depart- 
ment some early deliveries. But there is no way by 
which they can be penalized if they should fail to deliver 
material to shipyards having contracts for the Navy 
building program. ‘The yards would be compelled to 
depend largely upon verbal promises. Naturally they 
wish to be relieved from the penalty clause in the con- 
tracts for Navy vessels and to be placed on the same 
basis as the producers of material. ‘The shipbuilders 
are ready to make promises for prompt work on the 
ships authorized by Congress, but insist that they should 
not be required to sign a contract with a penalty clause 
in it under the present conditions of the iron and steel 
market.

To the roster of police court magistrates who have a 
totally mistaken idea that one of the purposes for which 
the U.S. Navy is maintained is to be a prison reforma- 
tory for young criminals we must add the name of Judge 
Bardin, of Salinas, Cal. On Oct. 3 this magistrate 
displayed not only his gross ignorance of Navy regula- 
tions, but also his lack of respect for its high traditions, 
by “sentencing” to the Navy a young man who had 
burglarized the caddie house at the Del Monte Golf 
Club. Of course the “sentence” can have no effect, for 
the Navy would not accept such a man; therefore Judge 
Bardin will have to try again. We respectfully suggest 
to the American Bar Association that it take some 
measures to inform the members of the legal profession 
throughout the country (from which most of our magis- 
trates are appointed or elected) that the U.S. Army 
and Navy are neither reformatories nor jails and that 
“sentences” to them of criminals “don’t go.” An even 
more astonishing case of civilian official ignorance re- 
garding the character requirements of a recruit is fur- 
nished in a news item from Little Rock, Ark., which 
states that Governor George W. Hays pardoned Albert 
James on Oct. 14 on condition that he join the Arkansas 
National Guard. James had served part of a two years’ 
sentence for an offense against a young girl. The 
Governor said the girl’s father had asked him to pardon 
James if he would enlist. Immediately on hearing this 
news Lieut. F. R. Kenney, U.S.A., in charge of recruit- 
ing in Chicago, telegraphed to The Adjutant General, 
Henry P. McCain, at Washington, urging an immediate 
investigation of the report that Governor Hays, of 
Arkansas, had pardoned James. Lieutenant Kenney 
cited the law requiring that enlisted men have clean 
records. 
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American shipping engaged in foreign trade has 
doubled in the last two years, increasing from 2,405 
vessels of 1,076,152 gross tons on June 30, 1914, to 
3,185 vessels of 2,194,470 gross tons on June 30, 1916. 
Nearly half of this tonnage is from the port of New 
York, 
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In the Outlook Gregory Mason tells us that only one 
in four of the 725,000 members of the population of 
Detroit, Mich., was born in this country of American 
parents. Mr. Mason describes the methods used to 
accelerate the transformation into good Americans of these 
men of foreign birth or parentage, so that they may justify 
the pride Detroit shows in being strictly American. 
Finding that most of the unemployed in Detroit, who 
formed a discontented element in the population, were 
without work because they could not speak English, the 
Board of Commerce assisted the Board of Education 
in opening night schools, and in 1914-15 the work of 
Americanizing Detroit began on a large scale. An exten- 
sive system of advertising these night schools was 
adopted, so that the importance of attending them was 
brought to the attention of every foreigner; preference 
in employment, a small increase in wages and even 
compulsory attendance stimulating the desire for in- 
struction. “From and after this date,” announced the 
Packard Company, for example, on Jan. 31, 1916, “pro- 
motions to positions of importance in the organization 
of this company will be given only to those who are 
native born or naturalized citizens of the United States, 
or to those of foreign birth who have relinquished their 
foreign citizenship, and who have filed with our Govern- 
ment their first papers applying for citizenship, which 
application for citizenship must be diligently followed 
to its completion.” The result has been an increase of 
efficiency in the laboring class and greater content, as 
is shown in the decrease of labor troubles. This last 
is an important factor, as labor troubles are largely the 
work of foreigners who have not acquired the spirit of 
American citizenship, which it is the purpose of the 
Detroit manufacturers to encourage. 
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A correspondent of the Confederate Veteran gives a 
list of thirty-seven generals of Northern birth who joined 
the Confederacy during the Civil War and 160 generals 
of Southern birth who fought with the Union Armies. 
Four of the southern soldiers credited to the North were 
from the District of Columbia, which could hardly be in- 
cluded with the North, as it was slave territory before 
the war. Of the others, eight were born in New York, 
seven in Massachusetts, six in Pennsylvania, five in Con- 
necticut, four in Ohio, two in New Jersey, and one in 
Rhode Island. Of the southern born generals in the 
Northern Armies fifty-one were from Kentucky, forty- 
two from Virginia, twenty-eight from Maryland, ten from 
Tennessee, eight from Missouri, six from Georgia, five 
from North Carolina, three from Alabama, three from 
Louisiana, two from South Carolina, and one from Texas. 
There were six foreign-born generals in the Confederate 
army and sixty-seven in the Northern Army. Ireland 
furnished twenty-two generals to our great war. Ger- 
many, including Russia, twenty-one, France ten, Spain 
and Cuba eight, Scotland five, Hungary four, England 
three, Canada and Nova Scotia three, Wales two. Of 
the Northerners in the Southern Army two were lieu- 
tenant generals, nine major generals, twenty-six briga- 
dier generals, and one, Samuel Cooper, adjutant and in- 
spector general. Of the southerners in the Northern 
Army one, Winfield Scott, was a lieutenant general. 
forty-five major generals or brevet major generals, and 
114 brigadier generals or brevet brigadier generals. 
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The special midsummer supplement of the Yale Alumni 
Weekly is devoted exclusively to the Yale Artillery 
Battalion, sixteen pages of letterpress and _ pictures 
giving a complete summary of the preliminary training 
of the undergraduates in New Haven previous to July 15 
and following the battalion’s career at the Tobyhanna, 
Pa., training camp. The writer of the article has much 
to say in praise of the work of Col. Robert M. Danford, 
(first lieutenant, U.S.A.) in getting the men of the 
battalion into shape so they could go to the Tobyhanna 
camp. The Alumni Weekly says editorially of Colonel 
Danford’s work in connection with the battalion: “To 
Colonel Danford, whose success in meeting a difficult 
problem has been conspicuous and whose admiration for 
the men under him expressed in thee supplement we 
publish this week is well reciprocated, the sincere thanks 
of Yale men are due. His continued presence at the 
university is cause for congratulation. The friends of 
the university have good assurance that the matter of 
military instruction and training at Yale will be wisely 
handled.” In this connection it may be mentioned the 
Yale Armory in New Haven will be completed by Dec. 1 
unless something unforeseen happens. The foundation 
has already been completed and work on the walls is 
proceeding rapidly. The stables are being built much 
larger than originally planned and will accommodate 
120 horses. In the event of the formation of a Reserve 
Officers’ Training School at Yale the armory will become 
its headquarters. 
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That our country is in greater danger from three in- 
ternal factors in its political and industrial life than it 
is from war, is the belief of Daniel Chauncey Brewer, as 
expressed in an-address on “The Revolutionary Trend 
of Foreign Labor,” delivered at the convention of the 
National Association of Cotton Manufacturers on Sept. 
14 as reported by American Industries. Mr. Brewer be- 
lieves we leave our affairs too much in the hands of 
“shifty politicians,” and that we are too indifferent to 
“the invasion of our industrial centers by twenty-five 
million aliens.” He sums up his opinion as to what is 
the second of these national changes in these words: 
“Whether we call it the result of evolution or a mere bit 
of human errancy, the humanistic movement which ex- 
presses itself in innumerable phases from reasonable 
sociological reform to the reddest of red socialism, is so 
immoderate—so unrestrained—so apparently ignorant of 
human history and human limitations, that it may well 
be classed as the second of these perils—it includes the 
exaltation of class movements above national interest—- 
and the never-ceasing agitation for that sort of reform 
legislation which might be economic in a different period 
or society. As we know it, it palsies the arm of the 
executive—places sentiment above law and morals—and 
puts a premium on discontent.”

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“Shortly after the Spanish-American War, a board of 
experienced officers, representing all branches of the Ser- 
vice, was convened to consider and recommend such 
changes in the uniforms of the Army as seemed desir- 
able,” says the Military Surgeon. “Colonel Roosevelt, 
then President of the United States, was asked if he had 
any instructions to give the board, to which he replied, 
none, except that the working coat should be cut low in 
the neck, with a turned-down collar. This suggestion ap- 
pealed to the board as being eminently practical and on 
the lines of the old blue blouse, which had demonstrated 
its usefulness; so the olive drab service coat with low-cut 
neck and rolling collar was recommended. But . the 
coat that was adopted was cut high in the neck and had 
a doubled standing collar; very good to look at, but in- 
sanitary and uncomfortable to wear. Result, the Army 
has been in shirt sleeves for fifteen years. From a sani- 
tary as well as an economic standpoint, the service coat— 
if it is to be serviceable—should be cut low in the neck 
and have a turned-down collar.” 
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The War Department will shortly take steps to estab- 
lish a Field Artillery camp on the Pacific coast and an- 
other one on the South Atlantic coast, on the general plan 
of the one located at Tobyhanna. Congress has made an 


appropriation of $300,000 for the purchase of land for 
the two new camps and the enlargement of the Toby- 
hanna reservation. The Tobyhanna Field Artillery range 
has been a success in every respect. It has created an 
interest in field Artillery, which is spreading in the Na- 
tional Guard, and it is believed eventually will bring the 
strength of the Artillery of the Guard up to that which 
has been recommended by the War Department. In 
selecting a site for the new training camps, the War De- 
partment has a large number of locations under consid- 
eration. Owing to the increase in the caliber of Field 
Artillery guns it is necessary to enlarge the Tobyhanna 
reservation, and the War Department is looking for some 
large tracts of unimproved lind for the new ranges. 
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The text of the memorandum of Great Britain and 
France in response to the complaints of this Govern- 
ment concerning the detention and censorship of mails 
between the United States and neutral countries of 
Europe was made public by the State Department in 
Washington on Oct. 14. In effect, it leaves the differ- 
ences between the United States and the Entente Allies 
in a condition no more satisfactory than it was on May 
24, when Secretary Lansing sent his note of protest to 
London and Paris. The Allied memorandum is devoted 
to an argument intended to refute the contentions of the 
United States. None of these contentions is conceded 
by Great Britain and France, although the Allied 
governments give assurances that they will continue to 
lessen the annoyances of mail detention and censorship 
and are “ready to settle responsibility therefor in accord- 
ance with the principles of law and justice, which it 
never was and is not now their intention to evade.” 


Lieut. Col. Chauncey B. Baker, Q.M.C., U.S.A., spoke 
at the annual meeting of the American Electric Railway 
Association in Atlantic City on Oct. 10 on the subject 
of the co-ordination of the railroad managers in the 
present preparedness movement. “Railroads are im- 
portant and powerful factors in preparedness,” said 
Colonel Baker. “Proper military authorities should 
designate central points, and then consult railroad com- 
mittees relative to the possible service to and from the 
stations in event of need. <A thorough understanding 
is absolutely essential between the various great lines 
in order to avoid confusion. I would suggest committees 
fully empowered to supervise these military districts, 
they to hold the periodical conferences with both the 
War and Navy Departments. The transition from peace 
to war is so sudden that there is no time for preparation 
after war becomes imminent, and concerted action be- 
comes the imperative need of the hour.” 
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About 10,000 of the 20,000 civilian employees on the 
Panama Canal quit work on account of a strike, accord- 
ing to press despatches from Panama on Oct. 14. It is 
estimated that the number of strikers is 500, while 
the remainder of the 10,000 are said to have been intimi- 
dated. The activity of the strikers has been confined 
to the city of Panama. A dozen leaders of the striking 
negro employees in the Canal Zone were arrested 
charged with violation of the intimidation laws. The 
arrests took place after Lieut. Col. Chester Harding, 
U.S.A., Acting Governor of the Canal Zone, had urged 
President Valdez that some action was necessary. All 
the locks and dams and other parts of the canal were 
under guard. The Mechanical, Municipal, Building, 
Commissary and Quartermaster Divisions were short of 
men. So far there had been no delay in the dredging 
or to ships passing through the canal. 
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The Anti-Saloon League, of Washington, D.C., is mak- 
ing a fight te prevent the issuance of a bar license to the 
Army and Navy Club at the capital. The representative 
of the league made the contention before the Excise 
Board that the law prohibits the granting of licenses to 
clubs or hotels in residence districts, and that the club 
falls within this category. 
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Simon Lake, the submarine inventor, offers a possible 
explanation for the report that passengers and crews of 
the ships sunk by the German submarine U-53 off Nan- 
tucket on Oct. 8 saw a second and smaller German sub- 
marine accompanying the U-53. He said in Bridgeport. 
Conn., on Oct. 11 that the second boat was probably 
“nested” inside the larger one, basing his statement partly 
on the fact that Russian submarines for years have 
carried launches in their hulls, and the Germans are 
not unlikely to have made further advance. “In fact,” 
said Mr. Lake, “there is a certainty that the U-53 is of 
size to permit carrying concealed in her superstructure 
a second and smaller submarine sufficiently large to make 
possible the escape of her crew in emergency. I haye in 
my office here one design pf a large cargo carrying gub- 


marine which includes in its equipment a smaller sub- 
marine capable of carrying 100 persons.”

That the U.S. Navy Department is not the only one 
which refuses native military inventions of merit is 
proved by the following anecdote from Allen Hoar’s his- 
torical sketch of the submarine in his new book on that 
type of craft. He is describing the many men who 
worked on the submarine idea toward the end of the last 
century, only one of whom accomplished anything. ‘This 
was,” he writes, “Bauer, a German, and his name should 
be recorded in the pages of submarine history. Bauer was 
the first German to take up this development and evolved 
some excellent and practical ideas. These ideas he laid 
before the German government, but was confronted with 
political enmity as well as professional jealousy and pub- 
licly derided. He then took his plans to Russia, where 
he was given the support necessary to build a boat.” 








It is announced that eight hundred former U.S. Boy 
Scouts living on the west side of New York city have 
formed an organization called the Junior Marine Scouts, 
for training in the duties of U.S. Marines. The organiza- 
tion is in no way affiliated with the U.S. Boy Scouts, and 
plans are under way to make the body national in scope 
and character. The Junior Marine Scouts have taken up 
as their special plea to others that the training they will 
receive on land and sea is of greater benefit than either 
land or sea training taken separately, and hope to see 
the idea spread over the entire country. Mr. I. A 
Irving, 146 West 105th street, New York, is at the head 
of the new organization, and several prominent citizens 
have interested themselves in the movement. 





Nine non-commissioned officers and men of the Army 
recruiting force attached to the San Francisco, Cal., 
station have been making a tour of the vaudeville 
theaters in California in an act called “Outpost Duty” 
that is done for the double purpose of enlisting recruits 
and spreading the doctrine of preparedness. The enter- 
prising Pacific Coast Recruiter has an illustrated article 
on this Army “act” in its September issue and gives 
credit to Lieut. Col. John H. Gardner, U.S.A., for the 
idea. The men taking part in the ‘“act’’ include Sergeant 
Burgess, Corporal Lathon, Corporal Spencer and Pri- 
vates Dupree, Kline, Stover, Hilts, Goreau and Kauff- 
man. 
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In an article on prize money and bounty Archibald 
Hurd recalls that in one remittance a century ago Rear 
Admiral Parker, of the British navy, sent to his family 
$225,000 as his share of prize money. In 1798 three 
captains received $200,000 each for seizing a Spanish 
treasure fleet, every lieutenant $25,000, and each of the 
seamen $660. David Hannay says that an Irish sailor 
when saying his prayers before the battle of Trafalgar 
was asked by a lieutenant if he was afraid. He replied 
that he was not, “but was only praying that the enemy’s 
bullets might be distributed on the same scale as the 
prize money—the lion’s share to the officers.” 
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As noted last week, requests for Army seats for the 
Army-Navy football game must reach the athletic office 
at West Point before noon Oct. 25. All letters request- 
ing tickets which arrive after that date will not be 
considered until the tickets for all other requests have 
been supplied. The Army Athletic Council will make 
its headquarters on the day of the game at the Hotel 
Astor, New York city. This year the Army will occupy 
the side of the Polo Grounds last year held by the Navy. 
Lieut. J. B. Crawford, C.A.C., is secretary-treasurer 
of the Army Athletic Council. 
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The greatest compliment industry’s part in modern 
warfare has received as yet is to be found in the official 
statement issued by the German army headquarters on 
Sept. 26 that reads: “Successes were obtained by the 
enemy to the east of Fraucourt l’Abbaye and the con- 
quest of the villages on the line of Guerducourt- 
Bouchavesnes must be recognized. But before all we 
must think of our troops who faced the united Anglo- 
French principal forces and the massed employment of 
material of the whole world’s war industry prepared 
during many months.”

The Log of the U.S. Naval Academy announces that 
it is expected that the commandant of cadets, the 
adjutant, and professors of mathematics and English 
of West Point will visit the Naval Academy about the 
first of next month for the purpose of studying the 
methods employed at the Naval Academy for handling 
routine paper work, midshipmen’s records and methods 
of instruction of midshipmen.

During the three months ended Sept. 30, 1916, 337 
vessels of 117,884 tons gross were built in the United 
States, of which thirty-four of 80,087 tons were of steel. 
This compares with a total output of 46,276 tons, same 
period of last, year, of which steel construction accounted 
for 25,428 tons. For the past three months steel con- 
struction was distributed as follows: Atlantic and Gulf, 
837,758 tons; Pacific; 21,685; Great Lakes, 20,420; 
Western rivers, 224. 





Approximately 225,000 war horses have been sold in 
East St. Louis, Ill, since the European war began. 
The total sum paid for the horses is approximately 
$40,000,000. About 7,000 mules have been sold for 2 
total of $995,000. The Italian government has recently 
made a contract for 8,000 horses to be filled in thirty 
days. British, French and Belgian buyers and agents 
for the U.S. Army are taking a total of 2,000 horses 
a week. 
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The Pension Bureau has received 66,000 applications 
for increases of widows’ pensions under the law passed by 
Congress at the last session. Of the applications, 25,000 
already have been allowed, and allowances are being 
made at the rate of about 2,000 a day. Under the new 
law widows who have reached the age of seventy years, 
and under former laws were entitled to a pension of $12 
a month are entitled to haye their pension increased to 

20 a month, 
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IS STATE SUPPORT OF GUARD LEGAL? 


Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt, on the reserve list of the 
New York National Guard, expresses doubt that the 
state of New York will be able legally to support in 
future its Organized Militia. He contends that the 
National Defense Act passed by Congress does away 
with the National Guard as a state force, making that 
organization a United States National Guard. General 
Butt says: 


“The entire National Guard is now under Federal 
law. It is ruled from Washington. All men enlisting 
in it must take the Federal oath and sign the Federal 
enlistment contract, as prescribed in Sections 70 and 
71 of the Defense Act. Officers of the Guard before 
they can now be commissioned must pass such exami- 
nation as to moral, physical and professional fitness as 
the President of the United States shall prescribe. This 
is laid down in Section 75 of the act. Section 61 of 
the act prescribes that no other troops may be main- 
tained in the state in time of peace except those 
authorized in the act, and these must be of the same 
organization as that prescribed for the Regular Army. 
The President under the act may draft the National 
Guard and send it to any part of the world for an 
indefinite period. 

“That the Federal Government will no longer recog- 
nize any strictly state National-Guard even in time of 
need was evidenced by the fact that when the state of 
New York applied to the War Department for arms 
and supplies for the depot units this present summer 
the state was endeavoring to organize, the War Depart- 
ment promptly refused to issue any equipment for them. 
The Governor was informed it was against the new law 
to issue government equipment except to the United 
States National Guard. If the men of the depot units 
would enlist for service under the new act and take 
the Federal oath the War Department would recognize 
the units, Governor Whitman was told by the War 
Department. The attempt, therefore, to organize depot 
units was a failure, and the state was without its armed 
forces demanded by the constitution of the state. 

“The new enlistment term is three years with the 
colors and three years in the reserve, and it will be 
practically impossible to find men who will bind them- 
selves for six years in time of peace, especially after 
the border experience of this year. 

“The state of New York has been spending approxi- 
mately $8,000,000 per year on its National Guard as a 
state force, and has $20,000,000 worth of armories. The 
city of New York spends annually about $550,000 on 
the National Guard within its boundary. Now that 
the Guard is a Federal force, and its officers and men 
in time of peace are paid by the Federal Government, 
will the state and city expend these large sums on a 
United States National Guard? Will it be legal for 
them to do so under the state laws and constitution? 
Will it be legal for the state to pay salaries to certain 
National Guard officers now that the United States 
Government is paying them regularly? 

“Bear in mind that there are United States courts, 
but would it be right or legal for states to pay for their 
support? ‘There are state and city courts, for which 
the state and cities pay. The state and city can 
therefore make appropriations for a strictly state mili- 
tary force, but they cannot pay for a United States 
National Guard; the National Government must foot 
all the bills for the latter. 

“If all the troops in the state were called out for 
Federal service the state of New York would have no 
troops to protect it from riot. The Mayor of New York 
city under the present military law has been shorn of 
all power to order out troops in the city in case of riot, 
despite the many thousands of dollars the city annually 
spends for support of the National Guard. The Governor 
is now the only state official who can order out the 
National Guard for any state service. 

“Is it any more legal for a United States National 
Guard to occupy state and city armories than it would 
lbe for United States courts to occupy state and city 
buildings and not foot the bills? : 

“It has already been decided in the Emmons ease in 
‘the Massachusetts National Guard that there is no 
longer any state National Guard. In view of this fact 
jit might also be asked how can members of the National 
Guard in New York be relieved in the future from jury 
—_ ‘as they do not belong to a strictly state National 
ruard? 

“The National Defense Act has been very loosely 
drawn, and many complications are bound to ensue. 
Some of its provisions it will be impossible to carry out, 
and it will not create a dependable force made up of 
citizens, to be like a Regular Army, as Congressmen 
for the most part believed. 

“The Hay bill has buncoed enough men and killed 
the state National Guard. No man will enlist in the 
National Guard of the United States, the only one now 
recognized by that law, to be liable during three years 
with the colors and three years with the reserve to be 
‘sent beyond the limits of the United States. Patriotism 
‘won't keep a starving family! Besides, all this possible 
misery on his part is in exchange for what? <A few 
misfit clothes and heightened pay for more or less 
valuable officers. What we require is universal military 
training with Regular Army officers promoted by elimi- 
nation. Then every man stands on a democratic footing 
of universal patriotic loyalty to the land of his birth.”

Rear Admiral 
Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., carries forward his “docu- 
mentary history” of “Our Navy and the West Indian 
Pirates,” a series of papers that, it is to be hoped, will 
be put in book form when completed. Two articles on 
submarines that form an extraordinary contrast are 
William E. Beard’s “Log of the C.S. Submarine” (this 
being the man-propelled Confederate submarine H. L. 
Hunley) and “The Torpedo and Submarine Branches 
of the German Navy,’ by Comdr. Reginald R. Belknap, 
U.S.N., which describes the development of this class 
of fighting craft in its most modern development as 
represented by the administrative and personnel ends. 
Lieut. C. C. Gill, U.S.N., contributes a paper on “A 
Personnel Reserve for the Naval Service”; Lieut. (J.G.) 
H. H. Frost, U.S.N., one on “The Traditions of the 
Naval Service,” and Rear Admiral H. O. Dunn, U.S.N., 
another on “Discipline in the Old Navy.” Lieut. Byron 
McCandless, U.S.N., describes “The Harbor of St. 
Thomas,” with pictures as well as text. 

The first number of The Log for the season 1916-17 
comes to us from the U.S. Naval Academy with the news 
that the seventy-second academic year opens with the 
regiment composed of ‘sixteen companies, twice as many 
as there were in the brigade three years ago, and with 
1,250 midshipmen in the four classes, an increase of 350 
over last year.

THE NAVY AS A FIGHTING MACHINE. 


In the opening chapter of his work, “The Navy as a 
Fighting Machine” (Charles Scribner’s Sons), Rear 
Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., presents in a forcible 
way some familiar truths which should never be lost 
sight of by the American people. He shows that an 
armed force has been a prominent factor in the life 
of every sovereign state and independent tribe since 
history’s beginnings, and is no less a factor now. ‘War 
is recognized as the most potent method still; the promi- 
mence of military matters is greater than ever before; 
at no time in the past has interest in war been so keen 
as at the present, or the expenditure of blood and money 
been so prodigal; at no time before has war so thoroughly 
engaged the intellect and energy of mankind. In other 
words, the trend of the nations has been toward a 
clearer recognition of the efficacy of military power, 
‘and an increasing use of the instrumentality of war.” 

Of the present great nations only three have endured 
‘as such for eight hundred years—the French, the British 
‘and the Germans. Patient China has a record of two 
thousand years’ history before our era, and dreamy 
India nearly the same. The career of Egypt as a great 
‘state extends over perhaps four thousand years, and 
the time of her greatness in the arts and the sciences 
of peace was the time of her greatest military power. 
The record of Rome as a great nation was compassed 
‘within 500 years. Babylon and Nineveh flourished but 
‘a little longer. The pre-eminence of Greece was limited 
to 150 years, and the little kingdom of the Hebrews 
lasted but little more than one hundred years. 

As to this record Admiral Fiske says: “The immediate 
‘instrument that has decided the rise and fall of nations 
has been military power. The history of the world has 
‘been in the main a history of war and a narrative of 
~war.” Though, of course, war has not been the only 
factor in the longevity of nations, yet history clearly 
‘shows that the forceful qualities have tended more to 
this longevity than the gentle. “Every nation that has 
:attained and then lost greatness has lost it by losing 
ithe proper balance between the military and the peaceful 
carts; never by exalting unduly the military, but always 
iby neglecting them, and thereby becoming vulnerable to 
:attack.” Great Britain, France and Germany have 
maintained their existence as great nations for nearly 
:a thousand years because they have observed in their 
‘national life a skilfully balanced relation between the 
:arts of peace and the arts of war. Neither civilization, 
nor commerce, nor Christianity has thus far checked 
‘the tendency towards war, and with the increase in the 
‘power of weapons of destruction and the swiftness and 
surety of transportation and communication the ‘wars 
‘of the future will be of a magnitude beside which the 
ipresent struggle will seem pigmy; and rage over the sur- 
face of the earth, for the gaining and retaining of 
‘the mastery of the world.” 

Proceeding from these general conclusions to the con- 
‘sideration of the Navy as a fighting machine, Admiral 
iFiske shows that a merely passive defense would finally 
Ibe broken down and that the most effective defense is 
the “offensive-defensive.” In war the merchant service 
is bound to be an element of weakness, taking from a 
‘fighting fleet vessels to act as convoys. 

The immense dynamic force concentrated in a vessel 
‘of war is shown by some striking comparisons. The 
weight of a vessel like the U.S.S. Pennsylvania is twice 
‘the weight of the men in the British standing army; 
her armament furnishes an energy at muzzle equal to 
‘750,000 muskets, so that the captain of the Pennsylvania 
‘wields a weapon more mechanically powerful than all 
the muskets of the German standing army, and has a 
‘control of it that is more absolute than the Kaiser’s 
‘control of his army. The fleet of sixteen ships which 
Admiral Schroeder carried from our coast to Europe 
in less than fourteen days had an ordnance energy 
equalling more than 5,000,000 modern muskets, dis- 
regarding all the torpedoes. 

Admiral Fiske thinks that the reason that compels 
‘Great Britain to have a powerful navy applies equally 
‘to the United States, and that “the maximum good 
would be attained by making the United States Navy 
exactly equal to the British navy.” Since 1870 all 
the military nations have realized that the vital struggle 
-of a war takes place before a shot is fired, the factors of 
victory or defeat being determined before the war began 

as functions of preparedness. The question as to the 
size of a country’s navy depends on the policy of that 
‘country and on the navies of the countries that may 
‘oppose that policy. We are told that the personnel of 
‘our Navy has always been good, but in the handling 
of the Navy as a whole we have never excelled, though 
no better individual fleet leaders shine in the pages of all 





history thin Farragut and Dewey: The advantage that 
Great Britain has had of us is in following a definite 
naval policy, which is what we lack. | ; 

The second half of Admiral Fiske’s book of 411 12mo 
pages is devoted to the subject of naval strategy. A 
strategic map of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans ends 
the volume, in which the purpose, as declared in the 
preface, is to show what the Navy is for and of what 
parts it should be composed and how in operating it 
we can get the maximum return for the money expended. 


MILITARY TRAINING IN COLLEGES. 


Military training in colleges and universities, to edu- 
cate students to become officers in the Reserve Corps of 
the Army to be created under the new National Defense 
Act, was discussed in a conference in Washington on 
Oct. 17, between university presidents and officials of the 
War Department. The conference was held at the Army 
and Navy Club, and was attended by the presidents or 
other executive officers of nineteen colleges and univer- 
sities, among them Presidents A. Lawrence Lowell, of 
Harvard, and Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale. In the absence 
of Secretary of War Baker, the War Department was 
represented by Assistant Secretary Ingraham, who: pre- 
sided. Among the prominent representatives of the 
Army present were Major Gens. Hugh L. Scott, Tasker 


H. Bliss and Leonard Wood. Practically the entire per- 
sonnel of the General Staff, the Army War College, chiefs 
of the bureaus of the War Department and other high 
ranking officers in Washington were in attendance. 

The conferees appointed a committee to draft a curric- 
ulum that will lead to the commissioning of students as 
members of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and as 
lieutenants in the Corps of Reserve Officers. This com- 
mittee consists of Major John J. Kingman, C.E., U.S.A.; 
President Lowell, of Harvard, chairman; Superintendent 
Nichols, of the Virginia Military Institute; the Rev. Ed- 
ward Pace, of the Catholic University of America; Presi- 
dent Drinker, of Lehigh; President Thompson, of the 
Ohio State University, and President Vincent, of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 

Active work among the universities and colleges in the 
military science and tactics course has begun for the 
season. At Harvard a provisional battalion of Infantry 
has been formed from the members of this course, con- 
sisting of 260 men in four companies. Capt. Constant 
Cordier, U.S.A., is at the head of the organization. The 
faculty has decreed that no student can become a mem- 
ber of the organization unless he enrolls in the military 
science and tactics course. This is likely to have a 
marked effect on the strength of the Harvard military 
organization, which numbered 1,000 men last year. 

As is the case at Harvard enrollment in the new course 
in military science at the University of Pennsylvania is 
not as great as was expected. In the Towne Scientific 
School only sixty-two men have elected the course thus 
far, and in the other schools the response has been even 
less encouraging. It is believed, however, that Capt. 
William Kelly, jr., U.S.A., who is in charge of the new 
courses, will have at least 400 men in his classes. A stu- 
dent mass meeting will be held soon, when definite plans 
will be announced. An effort is being made to secure 
for the drills the new state armory, almost adjoining the 
university grounds. The courses will be given in one of 
the university classrooms, but the armory will be neces- 
sary for teaching the tactics. 

The Engineer Corps at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology will be reorganized this year and will be 
more directly under the supervision of the War Depart- 
ment. Major Edwin T. Cole, U.S.A., who has been in 
charge of military affairs at the institute for the past 
few years, and who first organized the corps at the insti- 
tute, will be the acting head of the corps. At the meet- 
ing held to discuss the reorganization, Capt. F. B. 
Downing, U.S.A., who has been detailed at the institute 
to take charge of the work with Major Cole, explained 
the system to be followed this year. All the units of 
such a corps existing in the Regular Army, including 
Hospital and Ambulance Corps, will be duplicated at the 
institute. The Government will furnish the necessary 
equipment as far as appropriations will allow, and the 
work will be directed by an Army officer, assisted by as 
many men from the Regular Army as are found neces- 
sary. Membership in an organization of this kind is 
open to anyone at the institute who is over fourteen years 
of age, and whose bodily condition is such that he is 
judged fit to perform military duties. The training will 
consist of a course of three hours a week for two years, 
after graduation from which the candidate will, if pos- 
sible, take another two-year course of five hours a week. 
The time spent in these courses will be divided between 
=" military tactics and practical Army engineering 
work.

THE EXPEDITION IN MEXICO. 


From Field Headquarters of the American Punitiye 
Expedition in Mexico a correspondent writes to the Bos- 
ton Transcript that “far from being a period of stagna- 
tion for the expeditionary troops, the hiatus during the 
last few months in the pursuit of Villa has been of almost 
inestimable benefit to them, particularly to the mounted 
arm. It has given commanding officers opportunities to 
handle larger bodies of men under conditions more nearly 
akin to those of war than have obtained at any time in 
the past fifty years. 


“The maneuvers, which are varied, progressive and in 
accordance with well defined plans, include such simple 
exercises as horse training and ascend to solving of war- 
fare problems that involve the handling of brigades. 
‘Fire control’ drills, which in a month’s time have in- 
creased the effectiveness of Cavalry regiment’s fire one 
hundred per cent., are important factors in the field ma- 
neuvers. Pamphlets issued by the School of Musketry 
Fire at Fort Sill, Okla., have been furnished command- 
ing officers and problems they contain in skeleton form 
are amplified and worked out. Suggestions for improve- 
ment, resulting from actual practice, are being noted. 
Recommendations by regimental officers are being studied 
by Gen. J. J. Pershing and his chief of staff, Col. De R. C. 
Cabell, and those considered worth while are being in- 
corporated in tentative manuals. Realizing that under 
modern conditions of warfare cavalry does most of its 
fighting on foot, commanders of that arm of the Service 
are giving their troops a great deal of dismounted work, 
paying particular attention to attack. Every maneuver is 
made by signal. Save for tramp of hoofs and the leather- 
softened rattle of equipment troop movements are made 
silently, not a voice being raised in command. 

“Full advantage is being taken of the fact that there 
are four regiments of Cavalry at headquarters camp, a 
circumstance without parallel: in Army annals for years. 
All the regiments being used, it also is observed, are 
being maneuvered at full war strength, as provided under 
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the new Army Reorganization bill. This affords the first 
opportunity American commanders have had of handling 
troops of this size in maneuvers. Drilled from six to 
eight hours a day and performing duties which if not 
carried out might turn a healthy camp into a dangerous 
one, the expedition thus far has not stagnated.” 








THE LESSON OF THE MOBILIZATION. 


We have been patiently waiting until sufficient 
evidence had been collected from which to form an 
unbiased opinion with regard to the “true inwardness” 
of the hasty mobilization of the National Guard, writes 
Dr. Henry Clarke Coe, M.R.C., U.S.A., in an article 
on “The Great Lesson of the Mobilization” in the New 
York Medical Times. The National Guard had carried 
its point, he continues, “it was anxious to demonstrate 
its preparedness and to assume its place in the first 
line of defense, and its opportunity came sooner than 
it had expected. 

“The General Staff had repeatedly warned the Ameri- 
can people that a citizen soldier could not be trans- 
formed into a Regular merely by placing him under 
Federal control. that the system was rotten, though the 
men might be able and willing, but the lesson fell upon 
deaf ears. ‘On to Mexico.” was the universal slogan, 
and our generous, high spirited youth, as well as those 
who had grown gray in the service of the state, flocked 
to the armories expecting to be sent at once against the 
‘reasers.” * * © 

“What would have happened to our unseasoned boys 
in the Mexican deserts, two hundred miles from the 
base, we shudder to contemplate. As it is, we need not 
worry about them. They are under the best hygienic 
conditions, are perfectly safe and will return home no 
longer ‘tin soldiers,’ but trained men. Morally and 
physically, with all their sacrifices, they will look back 
on their rough experience as one of the most valuable 
of their lives. Weaklings there must be who will suc- 
cumb under the strain, but these ought never to have 
gone, and most of them went under protest from their 
overworked medical officers, who were not allowed time 
for proper physical examinations. 

“Who are the men who have gone? The cream of 
our young men, the ones who were actuated by generous 
and patriotic motives, we say. This is not quite true. 
Thousands of ‘slackers, who are enjoying themselves 
at cabarets and roof gardens, ought to be on the border 
or at Plattsburg. Why don’t they go? Because they 
are not obliged to do so. They have no qualms of con- 
science when they see their associates in khaki. No 
fair hand shakes the white feather in their faces. They 
thank their stars that they are ‘not d—d fools like the 
fellows in the Guard.’ One cannot appeal to their 
patriotism, because they do not know what it means. 
There is only one treatment for them—rich _and _poor, 
employer and employed—make them serve. What is the 
real lesson of the mobilization, of the unpreparedness— 
physical and material—of the National Guard, of the 
slack recruiting now that the war fever has passed ? 
Universal military service!”

ARMY AND NAVY CHAPLAINS. 


The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
in May of this year appointed a special committee upon 
Army and Navy chaplains; Rev. Dr. Wallace Radcliffe 
chairman, and Chaplain George Robinson, U.S.A., re- 
tired, member. A report has been submitted, signed by 
both committeemen, but evidently prepared by Chaplain 
Robinson, as it says: “It is a matter of regret that 
the designated chairman of this committee is temporarily 
incapacitated for duty, and that the preparation of the 
report falls upon the second member.’ Continuing, the 
report says, in part: “Church and State are both by 
the ordinance of God. Members of the Church must 
support the State, and citizens of the Siate must pro- 
tect the Church. The agencies of the State, which in 
the last resort protect all its citizens, whether members 
of the Church or not, are the Army and the Navy. The 
ultimate appeal to enforce obedience to the law of the 
State is physical force. This force is legally embodied 
in the Army and the Navy. 

“Chaplains are a part of the legal organism of the 
Army and Navy. These chaplains are rightly required 
to be ordained ministers. They administer sacraments 
which, by our denomination at least, can be the function 
only of ordained ministers. The claim that agents of 
the Y.M.C.A. can better give religious instruction and 
service in the Army and Navy than can the ordained 
clergy is no more true for these organizations than for 
civil communities. 

“In recent years the number of chaplains in the Army 
and Navy has been largely increased. Congress has 
authorized the appointment of one chaplain in the Army 
for each regiment of Cavalry and Infantry (forty-five), 
one for the Engineer Corps, one for each regiment of 
Field Artillery (six) and fourteen for the Coast Artil- 
lery, making sixty-six allowed for all branches of the 
Service. (Under the act just passed the number of 
chaplains will be nearly, if not quite, doubled.) 

“The necessary qualifications for appointment to an 
Army chaplaincy from the ministry of the Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A., are: Ordination to the ministry ; recom- 
mendation of five ministers of the same denomination ; 
passing physical and mental examination by a board of 
Army officers, and approval by your committee upon 
the U.S. Army and Navy. 

“The proportion of chaplains to be appointed from 
each denomination has been established by an adminis- 
trative act of the War Department. The largest number 
is allowed to the Roman Catholic Church; the next 
largest to the Protestant Episcopal Church. Belonging 
to the ministry of the Presbyterian Church, U.S.A., 
there are now on the active list eight chaplains. Three 
of these have been appointed during the present adminis- 
tration. In the administration immediately preceding 
this no Presbyterian was appointed to a chaplaincy in 
the Army or Navy. On the retired list of the Army, 
belonging to our denomination, there is one lieutenant 
colonel, one major and one captain. 

“Navy chaplains.—Under the provision of Act of June 
30, 1914, the Secretary of the Navy is authorized to 
appoint acting chaplains to make the total number of 
chaplains and acting chaplains in the Navy nct to exceed 
one to each 1,250 of the total personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps. After three years’ service an acting 
chaplain, if found qualified, may be commissioned a 
chaplain. The statute requires that not more than seven 
chaplains can be commissioned in one year. Applica- 





tions for appointment and details concerning qualifica- 
tions for commission as chaplain in the Navy can be 
procured from the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Depart- 
ment, Washington, D.C. 

“Your committee has been informed by the Army and 
Navy authorities that there is no appointment of 
chaplain due at present in either Army or Navy to the 
denomination which it represents. There are now in 
the Navy, on active service, one chaplain of our Church 
and two acting chaplains, all appointed by the present 
administration, and one with rank of rear admiral and 
one with rank of captain on the retired list. 

“The chairman of this committee, Dr. Radcliffe, in 
almost his first conscious hours after the extremity 
of his sufferings instructed me to insist in this report 
that greater attention be paid by our beloved Church 
to.this matter of religious service for Army and Navy. 
A connection of nearly forty years as chaplain in the 
Army, twenty-eight years in active service, as well as 
nearly three years in the line of the Volunteer Army 
at the front, enables this second member of the com- 
mittee to accept this instruction with the utmost 
seriousness. 

“Surely they who show such readiness to die for us 
when duty calls ought to be borne upon our hearts in 
prayer at least by everyone who loves his country and 
his God. There has seemed to the writer, at times 
at least, an indifference on the part of the Church of his 
choice and love to the religious needs of these important 
agencies of the nation for the securement and mainte- 
nance of order. Why this should be so is hard to 
understand. 

“It is charged that the personnel of the Army and 
Navy are reckless. These agencies are not in intention 
destructive, but preservative of order. Many think the 
state too militant. Others, with better judgment, think 
it the duty of the state to protect its citizens, and that 
the Church ought in the present day to be more militant, 
fighting with its own weapons against error in doctrine 
and sin in life.” . 


DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller decides that the Naval Militia and 
the National Naval Volunteers are not subject to the 
deduction of twenty cents a month on account of the 
naval hospital fund. 

Overruling the Auditor, the Comptroller holds that 
“there has been and is no regulation providing for deduc- 
tion of attorney's fees in settlement of claims of citizens 
growing out of the military training and _ instruction 
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camps authorized by the Act of June 5, 1916. 

In reply to questions from the Secretary of the Navy 
concerning the pay of hospital apprentices, second class, 
the Comptroller says: “Answering your questions, you 
are advised— - 

“1. That the legislation of Aug. 29, 1916, does not 
immediately replace the enlisted ratings of the corps 
in existence at the time of its enactment with the new 
set of ratings it establishes, but postpones the date when 
such replacement shall occur until ‘as soon as the neces- 
sary transfers or appointments may be effected’ to 
enable this new system to become operative. It is 
understood that this necessary preliminary work has 
not as yet been completed. Until such date the rating 
of ‘hospital apprentices’ will continue and the pay of 
that rating will be that now attached to it—$20 per 
month. 

“2. Hospital apprentices now in the Service will 
continue to be entitled to the pay of that rating, $20 
per month, so long as they continue in that rating. 
When that rating shall have ceased to exist by the 
inauguration of the new system of ratings there will 
be no hospital apprentices and no rate of pay for service 
as such. Enlisted men rated as ‘hospital apprentices. 
second class,’ who were formerly ‘hospital apprentices,’ 
will, from the date the new system shall be inaugurated, 
be entitled to the pay that Congress has attached to that 
rating, $19 per month, the pay corresponding to that 
of the rating in the seamen branch of seaman, second 
class, whether the designation of that rating shall then 
that of ‘ordinary seaman’ or that of ‘seaman, second 
class.’ ”” 

The Comptroller overrules the Auditor in the matter 
of refusing an allowance of four cents per mile to officers 
of the Engineer Corps of the Army for mileage when 
they traveled in government automobiles (seven cents 
per mile with a deduction of three cents when trans- 
portation is furnished by the Government). The dis- 
allowance by the Auditor was based upon the proviso 
in the Act of June 30, 1914, forbidding the payment of 
mileage “‘to any officer where government transportation 
is furnished such officer.” The Comptroller holds that 
this proviso, which appears in the Naval Appropriation 
bill, was enacted for and pertains to the naval service 
alone, and does not affect in any way the Act of June 
13, 1906, relating to Army mileage. 

It is decided that the Act of Aug. 24, 1912, depriving 
officers and men of pay during sickness resulting from 
their own misconduct does not apply to men enlisted 
before that date nor to men of the Military Academy 
detachment enlisting before April 27, 1914, when the 
same provision was extended so as to include that 
detachment. 
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ARMY MOTOR EXPERT. 


The War Department has called on the U.S. Civil 
Service Commission to hold a competitive examination 
for an automobile expert to be stationed at the Rock 
Island Arsenal in Illinois in connection with its plans 
for the intensive use of the motor truck in the Regular 
Army. Applicants will be examined by the commission 
in Washington, Boston, Philadelphia, ‘Atlanta, Cincin- 
nati, Chicago, St. Paul, New York, New Orleans and 
St. Louis on Oct. 24. From the list of eligibles result- 
ing certification will be made to fill a vacancy in this 
post in the Ordnance Department at large at a salary 
of $2,400 a year. Other vacancies in posts requiring 
similar qualifications will be filled in the same way. 


The initial employment of the appointee will be at the 
Rock Island Arsenal, but he may be transferred else- 
where, as the service may require. 

Candidates must have had four full years of study in 
a school having a curriculum equivalent to that of a 
high school. Additional credit will be given for college 
or university work. Applicants must have had at least 





five years’ experience in the automobile business, not 
less than two years of which must have been in a super- 
visory capacity in the designing or manufacturing de- 
partment of an automobile factory. 


In the examination 


they will be rated according to education, training and 
experience. 

The appointee to this post will be required to inspect 
the purchase and operation of automobiles, to assist 
in the selection of automobile types for the Army, to 
supervise designs relating particularly to automobile 
work in the Ordnance Department, and generally to 
attend to automobile engineering work, especially with 
reference to Army motor trucks and tractors. He will 
also have supervision of Army traction repair work 
in the field. The Army is undertaking the intensive 
development of the use of the motor truck. At the 
present time many trucks are in operation, and their 
maintenance is costing the Army $600,000 a month.

AZTEC CLUB OF 1847 


Members of the Aztec Club of 1847 after their 
annual meeting dined with their guests at the Univer- 
sity Club in New York city on Oct. 13. Brig. Gen. 
Horatio G. Gibson, U.S.A., retired, who acted as toast- 
master, was the only man present who was an original 
member of the club and took part in the campaign 
under Gen. Winfield Scott. He was elected the club 
president for the ensuing year. He was already vice 
president of the club and now holds both offices. Gen- 
eral Gibson, whose home is Washington, D.C., is the 
oldest living graduate of the U.S. Military Academy 
and was a first lieutenant of Artillery when he served 
under Scott in Mexico City. Although they were not 
present, the names of the other six surviving “primary” 
members, as they are called, of the club frequently were 
mentioned and anecdotes of their part in the Mexican 
War were many and varied. They are Col. John J. 
Martin, Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce, U.S.N., retired, 
Pay Dir. James H. Watmough, U.S.N., retired, Rear 
Admiral John H. Upshur, U.S.N., retired, the oldest 
living graduate of -the Naval Academy; Capt. Francis 
T. Bryan and Col. George A. Porterfield, who preceded 
General Gibson as president of the club. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., who was a guest 
of the club, was the chief speaker of the evening. The 
other guests who spoke were William C. Church, Lieut.. 
Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, U.S.A., and Talbot Root, of 
the Military Order of Foreign Wars. Among others 
present were Dr. Horatio G. Gibson, jr., son of General 
Gibson; J. H. Barnard, son of Gen. John G. Barnard; 
William Montgomery Sweeny, son of Gen. Thomas 
Sweeny; P. Tecumseh Sherman, son of Gen. William 
Tecumseh Sherman; Dr. Theodorus Bailey, grandson of 
Rear Admiral Theodorus Bailey; William Buel Frank- 
lin, nephew of Gen. William Buel Franklin; Col. Henry 
P. Kingsbury, U.S.A., nephew of Gen. Charles P. Kings- 
bury: Edward H. Floyd-Jones, nephew of Col. De 
Lancey Floyd-Jones; Dr. Edgar E. Hume, Dr. Appleton 
Morgan, cousin of Col. Edwin W. Morgan; Charles L. 
Andrews, Capt. Nathan 8S. Jarvis, U.S.A., son of Capt. 
Nathan S. Jarvis, U.S.A.; Edward Farragut Looker, 
Hollbrooke F. J. Porter, son of Gen. FitzJohn Porter;

General Wood in his speech gave an interesting ac- 
count of his experiences at the Plattsburg camp and 
presented an argument for universal military service, 
which he is satisfied is sure to be adopted by this 
country sooner or later. He showed how strong the drift 
was in the direction of the adoption of such service, 
and explained that what was meant by universal mili- 
tary service was not merely subjecting men to the call 
to the colors in case of need, but so systematizing 
service that the utmost advantage would be taken of a 
man’s ordinary occupation and natural aptitude. For: 
example, an officer of a railroad would not be taken: 
from his post as such an officer, but would simply be. 
held subject to the orders of the Government to make: 
his control of railroad transportation effective for public: 
service. A similar use would be made of men engaged 
in other employments so important to the interests of 
the Government that it would be a mistake to put them 
into the ranks with muskets on their shoulders. By this: 
method all the great industries of the country would be 
put at the service of the Government and. their work 
so co-ordinated that the vast energies of the country 
would be made available promptly for the public defense. 

General Wood told some very interesting stories of 
the camp at Plattsburg, showing the high quality of the 
men who submitted themselves, to military discipline, 
their universal approval of the system adopted there, 
and their appreciation of the benefit they derived 
personally from the intensive training under the direc- 
tion of officers of the Army, who won their respect as 
instructors thoroughly competent to gain the greatest 
results in the shortest space of time. General Wood 
told of an Episcopal bishop serving in the ranks at 
Plattsburg and of priests of the Catholic Church, as 
well as clergymen of different denominations to the 
number of forty in all. He spoke very enthusiastically 
of the results which he believes will follow the adoption 
of the Plattsburg system, and predicted there would be 
25,000 men at Plattsburg another season.

HOW NEWPORT CARED FOR U-53 VICTIMS. 


In connection with the rescue work performed by the 
destroyers at Newport Oct. 8 and 9, made necessary by 
the ruin inflicted off Nantucket by the German subma- 
rine, the report of the activities of the medical officer in 
command of the naval hospital at Newport, where the 
women and children were cared for, and the report of the 
commanding officer of the training station, both made to 
the commandant, are full of interest. These reports fol- 
low: 





Oct. 9, 1916. 
From: Medical Officer in Command. 
To: Commandant. ; 

(1) In compliance with instructions, preparations were made 
to receive and care for the women, children and any male 
relatives with them, also the sick and wounded survivors. 

(2) Ample notice having been given, the female and other 
staff personnel were assembled, the hospital was made ready 
for the reception of 100 or more persons, cots supplementing 
the regular hospital beds available; milk, tea, coffee and other 
refreshments were prepared, the operating room in readiness. 
As it happened, one main ward was vacant, having been re- 
cently painted and renovated and in a fresh and inviting 
condition to receive the victims, At about 3 a.m., Oct. 9, 
eighteen women, twelve children and one man were received 
from a destroyer, landing at the hospital wharf. They were 
given such refreshment as they desired and promptly shown 
to bed. At about 5:30 of the same day seven women, three 
children and three men were received and likewise cared for. 
There was no one sick or injured. At 9:30, after breakfast, 
all left for their homes, via the Wickford boat, having left 
the hospital by street car, a special car having been provided. 
There were general expressions of thanks for the hospitalities 
received, and a responsive expression of feeling was given by 
a hearty cheer from the assembled hospital personnel.

A private room was assigned Capt. F. J. Harnden, of the 
West Point. All the other officers were given a bed com- 
pletely and freshly made. The members of the crew were 
given a new mattress and new blanket spread on the deck of 
the north and west wing dormitory, Barracks C. Steam was 
turned on the radiators, so that the air was fresh and warm. 
The center wing mess hall was used to give each party a 
lunch of scrambled eggs, bacon, coffee, bread and butter as 
soon as they arrived at the barracks. All men, except the 
crew of the Stephano, were given two meals. The captain of 
the Stephano, being anxious for an early departure, stated 
that his men were no longer hungry, and departed with them 
before the completion of the preparation for breakfast. I 
have to report that the capacity of this station was in nowise 
strained to meet this emergency. °

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AVIATION NOTES. 


A regular daily mail service by aeroplane has been es- 
tablished between Columbus, N.M., and Colonia Dublan, 
Mexico, headquarters of Major General Pershing’s Puni- 
tive Expedition, by the 1st Aero Squadron. The distance 
of 120 miles is covered in sixty-six minutes. From 25) 
to 300 pounds of mail can be carried by the aeroplane 
used. 

An enormous flying boat, built after the lines of the 
America, rose from Lake Keuka at the flying field at 
Hammondsport, N.Y., on Oct. 15, with eleven passengers 
seated in the cabin. The pilot made the twelfth member 


of the party. At five hundred feet the machine soared 
on the air currents over the lake. The return trip was 
made with ease and the landing was remarkable for its 
accuracy. The new flying boat has a greater spread of 
wing than the America. Pusher propellers are used. 
There are two propellers, each operated by an eight- 
cylinder motor of 200-horsepower. 

Contracts have been awarded by the Navy Depart- 
ment for six aeroplanes and six power plants to be de- 
livered to the aviation station at Pensacola. The entire 
award was made to the Sturtevant Aeroplane Company, 
of Jamaica Plain, Mass., at $4,800 for each aeroplane 
and $3,050 for each power plant. Three of the aeroplanes 
will be equipped with floats of the department’s design 
and three with floats of the manufacturer’s design. 

Seventy-four hostile aeroplanes, of which twenty-one 
were French and fifty-three were British, were shot 
down by the Germans during the month of September, 
according to an exact list compiled by the German mili- 
tary authorities. Among the French aeroplanes reported 
lost were nine Caudron machines, eleven Nieuports and 
one Morane. Among the British were. one Nieuport, one 
Bristol, three Avros, seven Vickers, seven Martinsydes 
and one Sopwith; eleven of type B.E. (Bleriot Experi- 
mental) ; eleven of type F.E. (Farman Experimental) ; 
two Farman, one unknown. 

_On Nov. 8 the presentation .of the tractor biplane 
given in the name of the Aero Club of New England to 
the state of Massachusetts ‘will take place at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology by courtesy of -President 
Richard C. Maclaurin. Governor McCail will accept 
the aeroplane on behalf of the state, to be used for the 





training of the Massachusetts Naval Militia in the art 
of flying, after the presentation speech has been made 
by Godfrey L. Cabot, president of the Aero Club, and 
to whom, perhaps, more than to anyone else is due the 
credit for the acquisition of the machine. The Aero 
Club of New England hopes that from this modest 
beginning a great movement may be started which will 
bring forth better defense in the air. 








IN DEFENSE OF THE ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


New London, Conn., Oct. 14, 1916. 
To THE EpiTor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The criticisms of the U.S. Ordnance Department, ap- 
pearing lately in the public press, are, in my opinion, un- 
fair to that department. I know none of its members, but 
I have had dealings with the military branch of our coun- 
try and feel I have some right to speak from knowl- 
edge as an engineer and business man. The board 
referred to is accused of failing to appreciate the merits 
of inventions which are presented to it, of declining to 
endorse some weapon of war, which in testing has proved 


unsatisfactory, and which has been offered to it for a 
comparatively small price, only later being obliged to 
accept the weapon, paying for it a much larger price than 
that originally asked. 

Now, Mr. Editor, the Ordnance Department has no 
monopoly in this regard. Anyone who has ever presented 
an invention to a commercial concern will have met with 
the same .conditions. The commercial world does not 
open its arms wide to the inventor, his work is almost 
invariably pooh poohed, even laughed at and rejected, and 
it is not at all uncommon that later an invention, which 
had been presented, has to be bought at a much higher 
price than was first asked ‘for it. The most successful 
business concern, in my opinion, in the United States re- 
jected a process of manufacture offered for the sum of 
$25,000 and within one year paid over $1,000,000 for it. 
A United States Military Board testing a weapon of war 
has no governmental means under its control, that I know 
of, which is available for developing the weapon, no 
matter how meritorious it. seems to it. Of course, an 
appropriation can at times be obtained, but what that 
means only those who have tried to obtain one will 
understand. 

Here is what usually takes place. An inventor pre- 
sents, we will say, a gun. It is tested and fails in some 
minor particular, but it fails to pass the prescribed 
test. Often the inventor is poor and has no means to 
change and perfect the weapon. He is disgusted with the 
action of the board, and after awhile obtaining more capi- 
tal in sufficient amounts: to develop the weapon he goes 
abroad with it. After further disappointments and tests 
a really serviceable weapon results; he again presents it 
to the United States Military Board, it passes satisfac- 
torily the tests and it is accepted. Generally the arm 
is hardly recognizable as the one originally presented. It 
is evident to any business mind that the purchase of an 
undeveloped and untried article is a speculation, the 
purchase of a proved article is a business transaction. 
The United States Board is not a speculating body and 
its members would be extremely unwise to recommend a 
speculation. It is therefore clear that the board acts 
wisely in not asking the Government to risk money to 
an unknown amount, but it is good business to purchase 
an article which has proved itself thoroughly reliable. I 
do not believe that boards are always fair, but it is not 
a desire on the part of its members to be unfair; it comes 
rather from a lack of due consideration for those who 
present new weapons for trial. 

Heretofore, the requirements of the Ordnance Board 
have been obscure as to what tests are to be.made and 
as to what would constitute a satisfactory weapon, and 
there has also been a disregard or neglect to consider the 
great expense which inventors are put to in various ways 
as, for instance, a specified time being set for the trial 
and that trial postponed again by the demand for what 
would seem an unnecessary number of articles for test. 
There is to be a trial of machine guns and American in- 
ventors are asked to submit weapons. I am very glad 
to learn that there is to be a program issued shortly by 
the board which will state clearly and concisely just what 
tests will be required and how they are to be made. This 
will entirely do away with the unfortunate condition men- 
tioned, i.e., that an inventor in submitting a gun has not 
known what he was coming up against. 

It is unfair to say, when all things are considered, that 
American Military Boards have failed to understand the 
value of inventions submitted and are prejudiced against 
American inventors. The citation that many American 
weapons have been accepted abroad after rejection here 
proves nothing, and as far as I personally know what 
were originally submitted to the American boards were 
undeveloped ideas which were vastly modified before 
they found favor with foreign governments. There may 
be some truth in the statement that military men in the 
United States do not care to further the interests of 
inventors not in the Service, but this hardly seems pos- 
sible if the statements about the Lewis machine gun are 
true. To sum up the matter, I believe that the Board 
of Ordnance is to-day most anxious to obtain the very 
best machine gun in the world, and if it will only pre- 
scribe, as I understand it will, just what will be satis- 
factory and what proofs are necessary to determine this, 
it will get what it requires or it will be found that such 
a weapon has not been presented.

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RECRUITING IN CALIFORNIA. 


Tos Angeles, Cal, Oct. 6, 1916. 
To THE EpItToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Sept. 30, page 131, there is a para- 
graph stating that recruiting in New York state for one 
month cost Uncle Sam $25,000 and obtained but 372 
recruits for the National Guard organizations. As a 
matter of interest along this line I wish to tell what 
has just been done in Los Angeles. 

On Sept. 15, 1916, The Adjutant General of Cali- 
fornia issued G.O. 25, naming certain officers ‘to muster 
into the military service a sufficient number of qualified 
persons for twelve companies of Coast Artillery.” 
Recruitment for each company will begin the 20th 
instant * * *” ‘To-day, Oct. 6, just sixteen days 
after the recruiting started, we have completed the 
mustering into the Service of the National Guard of 
the United States and California the entire twelve 
companies, a total of about 875 men, at a total cost 
of $300. 

This in spite of the fact that two of our California 
regiments are still at the border; one of them, the 7th, 
a Los Angeles regiment. This makes a total of twenty- 
four companies of Coast Artillery Reserves in Cali- 
fornia, ten companies in San Francisco, two in San 
Diego, nine in Los Angeles proper, and one each in San 
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Pedro (which is within the city limits), Long Beach 
and Monrovia.

A PROBLEM IN CRYPTOGRAPHY. 


San Juan, Porto Rico. 
To THE EXpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I am enclosing herewith a problem in cryptography 
of my own method, which is the result of five years’ 
study of the subject. I would much appreciate your 
publishing the problem in an early issue of the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL, providing you believe it would be 
of sufficient interest to your readers. 

Some seventy years ago Edgar Allan Poe madé the 
statement that no human brain could encipher a com- 
bination of words which could not be deciphered by 
another brain. Since that time it has been the common 
belief that Mr. Poe’s statement was correct, and most 
anyone who has made a study of ciphers will tell you 
the same thing. With this in view it has been my aim 
to devise some means of improving the deplorably 
deficient method used by our Army, compared with all 
European nations, and, while my method may not be 
absolutely undecipherable, I do claim that it will require 
so much time to decipher a message that when the 
contents thereof are known they will no longer be of 
At the same time the method is as simple as 
the alphabet disc now in use; may be operated in prac- 
tically the same length of time, with much less possi- 
bility of mistakes, and by using but one keyword 
throughout the message. 

In view of the many officers who are constantly 
endeavoring to devise a new secret code which will be 
practical for use in our Army, not only those of the 
Signal Corps, but also of other branches of the Service, 
I believe that the publication of this cipher will be of 
general interest, particularly if officers interested in the 
study of cryptography are invited to decipher it. 

The plain text is in English, the subject is military, 
— ym one common dictionary word is in use through 
the key.

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HORSE SHOW AT McALLEN. 


McAllen, Texas, Oct. 11, 1916. 

A military event which proved to be one of the nov- 
elties of the Texas border campaign, and which brought 
to the front the dormant enthusiasm of 12,000 men of 
the New York Division, was the 1st N.Y. Cavalry Horse 
Show held here last Friday, Saturday and Sunday, Oct. 
6, 7 and 8. Four hundred and fifty entries were received 
from officers and enlisted men and Army units located 
in the Rio Grande Valley, probably a larger total than 
were ever entered in one single horse show before, and 
certainly a record for any .state this side of Madison 
Square Garden. The horses were in splendid condition 
all around, and some of the favorites of the day were 
hard pressed by “dark horse” entries which turned out 
to be the mounts of enlisted men. Col. Charles I. De- 
Bevoise, Ist N.Y. Cav., proved to be the winner of the 
day, his big chestnut horse carrying off the handsome 
loving cup, while Col. Gordon Johnston, 12th N.Y. Inf. 
(Capt., U.S.A.), riding his horse in person, received the 
red ribbon as vice champion. An enlisted man from 
Colonel DeBevoise’s own regiment carried off third 
honors. 

A special ring and grandstand in the open field next to 
the new Cavalry camp furnished the scene for the horse 
show. During the three days of the show, which was 


prolonged because of rains on Saturday afternoon, the 
many visitors from out of town took time to inspect this 
camp, which is laid out in ideal style and contains perma- 
nent roads and company streets, individual troop cor- 
rals, showers and abundant water supply and drainage, 
uniform floored tents for officers and men, and dozens of 
palms and Spanish dagger trees.-. Many Infantry officers 
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of the division were amazed to see this model camp, which 
had sprung up quietly on their outskirts, for Colonel 
DeBevoise bothered no one with the plans of his new 
camp until the work was done and time was set for the 
unveiling. 

A feature of the horse show was the efficient work of 
the mounted military police, who handled the crowds well 
and carved out the sidelines, which were banked with the 
the automobiles of visiting merchants from the town of 
McAllen. The show was run off without an accident or 
a hitch, and many professional horsemen in the audi- 
ence remarked the smoothness of the program, which 
could not have been better handled if the event had been 
staged in the Garden instead of a field which four weeks 
ago was budding with cactus.

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STAY OF THE GUARD ON BORDER. 

President Wilson, in a letter to Governor Whitman, 
of New York, sent on Oct. 9 and made public on Oct. 
14, says that the emergency which caused the sending 
of the National Guard to the Mexican border “unhappily 
still exists,” adding, however, that he believed condi- 
tions’ in northern Mexico are improving and that in the 
near future it probably will be possible to “do more 
than has been done to relieve the embarrassments under 
which Organized Militia regiments have necessarily 
suffered.” President Wilson’s letter was in answer to 
one from the New York Executive regarding the New 
York organizations on the border. He writes: 

THE PRESIDENT’S LETTER. 





“I have received your letter of Sept. 20 and have 
taken up with the Secretary of War the situation as 
it affects the presence of New York troops on the border. 
From the beginning of the difficulty which necessitated 
the call for the Militia I have been deeply sensitive 
of the inconvenience caused to the members of these 
citizen military organizations by their separation from 
their families and from their ordinary business engage- 
ments and pursuits. 

“In order to minimize these sacrifices the War De- 
partment is sending to the border from time to time 
Militia which have not participated in the service there, 
and as each fresh contingent goes to the border General 
Funston selects for return to their home stations and 
mustering out such units as in his judgment can best 
be spared. 

“This policy will distribute this duty over as wide 
an area as possible and make its burden fall as equally 
as is practicable upon the Organized Militia forces. It 
has already resulted in the return of a number of New 
York organizations. The 14th and 71st Infantry and 
the Ist Brigade headquarters are at present in their 
state armories preparing to muster out. The 3d Infantry 
in the state mobilization is going to muster out, the 2d 
Infantry is preparing en route from the border to the 
state mobilization camp also for muster out, the Ist 
Ambulance Company and the Ist Regiment of Field 
Artillery have been designated to return from the border 
to their state mobilization camps for muster out, and 
the Ist Aero Company was not sent to the border, but 
mustered out at Mineola, N.Y. 

“Thus a substantial number of the New York con- 
tingent either have been or are in course of being 
released from the Federal service at this time, and as 
other forces are sent to the border it may well be that 
General Funston will find it possible to afford the New 
York Militia evén further relief. 

“The emergency which led to the call of the Militia 
was, as defined in my call of June 18, the possibility 
of aggression from Mexico and the protection of our 
frontier. 

“This emergency still unhappily exists, and I am 
advised by the military authorities that the withdrawal 
of the Militia at any time from the date of its original 
eall up to and including the present would in all human 
likelihood have been followed by fresh aggressions from 
Mexico upon the lives and the property of the people 
of the United States. The Militia have therefore been 
used and are being used to repel invasion and are 
rendering services of the highest quality and most 
urgently needed character to their country. 


NO DATE FOR RETURN. 


“It would of course be impossible to set a date at 
which the release of the remaining New York units can 
with certainty be accomplished. I am happy, however, 
to believe that the condition in northern Mexico is 
improving and that in the near future we will be able 
to do even more than has been done to relieve the 
embarrassments under which these Organized Militia 
regiments have necessarily suffered. 

“I share your admiration, my dear Governor, for the 
spirit in which these men -have served and are serving 
their country, and would be very sorry to have it sup- 
posed that their retention on the border is for any mere 
purpose of compiction of their military training or any 
less commanding purpose than the preservation of our 
frontier from aggression.” 


THE GOVERNOR'S LETTER. 


The Governor’s letter was dated Sept. 20. 
in part: 

“T am sure you will not mistake the spirit in which 
I inquire if it is not possible for some announcement to 
be made as to the further duration of the service of the 
National Guard in Federal service at the border. 

“The organizations from this state still in service. 
aggregating over 12,000 men, are in large part composed 
of men with business interests and obligations or holding 
positions whose interests and the interests of those 
dependent upon them not only have been but are suffer- 
ing and will continue to suffer in increasing degree the 
longer their detachment from their civic pursuits is 
continued. 

“They have now been absent three months in the 


He wrote, 


Federal service, and the emergency which seemed to 
make necessary their being called into the national 
service would seem to have passed. That emergency, 
or rather the occasion for their being called, was defined 
in your call of June 16, 1916, to be ‘the possibility of 
aggression from Mexico and the protection of our 
frontier’; in other words, they were called by you in 
the exercise of your constitutional power to call out 
the Militia to repel invasion. 

“It is furthest from my thought or intention to raise 
any question which may embarrass you in any way or 
affect any negotiations under way for the adjustment 
of the perplexing Mexican problem, and of course your 
assurance that it is not consistent with the national 
interest to return them, and that the conditions which 
required you to eall them in the first instance still con- 
tinue must be satisfying to me and to them. 

“But on the other hand the great majority of these 
men have been and are now so seriously affected by 
their personal service that some announcement at this 
time as to the probable duration of their further stay 
at the border would seem fitting in order that they may 
be able to adjust themselves and their affairs accordingly. 

“They have responded and performed so well every 
duty which thus far has fallen to their lot under your 
eall that if they cannot be returned at an early date 
they should at least be informed, if possible, how much 
longer their services may be required.”

NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 

President Wilson’s reply to a letter of inquiry from 
Governor Whitman regarding the continued presence of 
the New York Division on the border (printed in the ad- 
joining column) states that the emergency which caused 
the sending of the troops to the border “unhappily still 





exists.” This causes the New York Times to remark 
editorially: “The President has been at pains to explain 


to Governor Whitman and to the country that the Militia 
is retained on the border to prevent aggression and for 
no other reason. Under the old law the Militia could 
always be called upon to repel invasion and quell insur- 
rection. The call was wholly justified. Release of the 
Militia as militia would have been quicker if the Hay law 
had been rejected and a sounder military law enacted. 
Meanwhile, we can only hope that, in the light of ex- 
perience, the next Congress will correct the lamentable 
error that has been made, and place all branches of the 
U.S. Army out of the control and beyond the interfer- 
ence of the several states.” 


NEW ENGLAND TROOPS. 


The twelve companies comprising the 2d Maine Infan- 
try, National Guard, which returned on Oct. 14 to Port- 
land from three months’ tour of duty on the Mexican 
border, paraded through the principal streets of the city 
and were reviewed by Governor Curtis, Mayor C hapman 
and others, including officers of the Coast Artillery Corps 
of the National Guard, and of the Portland Artillery Dis- 
trict. They also were given a reception and luncheon at 
Portland auditorium. The regiment proceeded to the 
state camp at Augusta, where it will remain about ten 
days, during which the work of mustering it out of the 
Federal service will be carried out as rapidly as possible. 

The 2d Massachusetts Infantry arrived at Springfield, 
Mass., on Oct. 13 with headquarters, field and staff. 


NEW YORK. 


Orders for the longest hike taken by any regiment on 
the border were issued to the Ist Cavalry of the New 
York Division by Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan on Oct. 16. 
The unit will travel more than 125 miles to Brownsville 
and back, going part of the way along the old military 
road built by Gen. Zachary Taylor about 1847. The 
march was ordered to begin on Oct. 18. Col. Charles I. 
Debevoise expects to reach the coast in about three days, 
and to begin the return march the following Monday, 
arriving at the camp on the following Wednesday eve- 
ning. The commanding officers will choose their own 
route and halting places. It had been expected that the 
7th Regiment also would make the hike to the coast, but 
General O’Ryan abandoned the idea temporarily after 
he had conferred with Col. Willard ©. Fisk, command- 
ing the regiment. The regiment has been out of its camp 
a great part of the time, on detached service, on hikes, 
and on the range for battle practice. 

Co. E, 12th Regiment, commanded by Capt. Henry E. 
Holt, isolated at the La Gloria rifle range because of 
three cases of undetermined fever, will encamp near the 
base hospital when it returns so that all danger of spread- 
ing sickness among other companies will be avoided. Only 
a few sporadic cases of paratyphoid fever have been ap- 
pearing since the epidemic was stopped last month. 

Major Cornelius Vanderbilt, I.G., has left for New 
York on a thirty-day leave of absence. He was accom- 
panied by Major James L. Kincaid, who has a twenty- 
day leave. Lieut. William M. Chadbourne, 12th Inf., also 
has received a thirty-day leave. 

Five two-company Infantry posts to patrol a twenty- 
five mile sector of the Rio Grande have been established 
by command of Major General O’Ryan, of the New 
York division, issued Oct. 15. The detachment will be 
changed every four days so that every company in all 
five Infantry regiments now there will have the experi- 
ence of river patrols. The Tth Regiment is to retain 
its post at Madero. About four miles east of there the 
12th will guard a four-mile sector, with headquarters 
at Granjeno ranch. Directly south of the McAllen 
camps the 69th will have a post at Hidalgo. The 23d 
will take the sector at Capote ranch, and the 74th, of 
Buffalo, will have the left of the line at San Juan 
Hacienda, southeast of the 3d Brigade camp at Pharr. 

General O’Ryan thinks the Infantry regiments need 
such training, and General Parker requested that the 
New York troops undertake patroling. The order points 
out that the “situation is real and not assumed,” and 
that the duty is to be taken in earnest. Barricades will 
be erected not only for defense, but for instruction in 
building fortifications, and intrenchments will be built. 
Col. C. I. DeBevoise, 1st Cav., will maintain a post of 
one or two troops at Mission while the Infantry com- 
panies are on the border, and Lieut. Col. William S. 
Conrow, 22d Engrs., and Major William L. Hallahan, 
Signal Corps, will establish roads, telephone lines and 
other means of communication among the detachments. 

Brig. Gen. James W. Lester, commanding the 1st 
Brigade, has begun an examination of the incinerators, 
mess shacks and other. buildings in the camps of the 7th, 
12th and 69th Regiments to decide which company has 
the models for use throughout the brigade. 


NEW JERSEY. 


Troops A, B, C and D of the 1st New Jersey Cavalry, 
returned on Oct. 15 from the Mexican border, where they 
have been since June. Troop B got off the train at Eliza- 
beth and the members of Troop D, who are mostly from 
Plainfield, were given permission ‘to go to their homes. 
Mayor Raymond, of Newark, and other city officials and

crowds of citizens were out to greet the troops. The sol- 
diers marched from the Broad street station of the Cen- 
tral Railroad to the armory in Rosevitie avenue, Newark. 
Troop B was given a hearty welcome at Red Bank, where 
a parade was held in its honor, viewed by thousands. 
Troop D was cheered at Plainfield, and served with cof- 
fee and sandwiches while a band played. 

Battery A, N.G.N.J., arrived home from the border in 
Newark on Oct. 14 and was greeted by a crowd of 3,000 
persons at the station, after which it marched to the 
armory. The Field Company of the Signal Corps ieft 
Douglas the same day for home. The 5th Infantry, N.G. 
N.J., left Douglas on Oct. 17. 

Resignation of a number of commissioned officers of the 
1st Infantry will be presented soon to Col. John 
Fraser, it is expected. No resignations have so far been 
sent through the channels, and the officers in question 
consequently cannot discuss their plans for the future 
without a breach of military courtesy. None of those 
who are considering leaving the Service are doing so be- 
cause of dissatisfaction, it is said, but for business or 
other private reasons. Those mentioned are Capt. 
Charles W. Beardsley and 2d Lieut. W. A. Balevre, of 
Company H; Capt. Harold Wakefield, of Company E; 
Capt. Anthony Weis, of Company M, and 1st Lieut. Ar- 
thur Jenkins, captain-elect of Company G. All the ofli- 
cers in question acquitted themselves well while the regi- 
ment.was at Douglas, Ariz., but several of them felt that 
if called on again they would be unable to give the nec- 
essary time. It is also rumored that there may be fur- 
ther resignations among the medical officers, not only of 
the 1st Infantry, but throughout the entire 1st Brigade. 
The surgeons say they were harder hit than any other 
class of men, because they were called away from their 
practices.

ILLINOIS. 


An official inspection made of the 1st Illinois Cavalry 
by Lieut. Col. M. R. Reynolds, Med. Corps, U.S.A., the 
general sanitary inspector at Brownsville, Texas, Sept. 
26 and 27, is very complimentary to that command. The 
report says: “The site of the camp is a good one for this 
vicinity. Its location some distance from town has many 
advantages. Improvenient of the site has been given much 
attention, trees having been trimmed, ground leveled, 
bridges built and extensive ditching undertaken. The 
general police of the camp was uniformiy excellent except 
as to some tent interiors. Mosquito bars were adequate 
The stand- 
ard of personal cleanliness of the men was high. Picket 
lines were very well cared for. The disposal of manure 
was by burning by troops on nearby areas. This was 
well done in all instances. The high standard of cleanli- 
ness and order maintained in and about the kitchens of 
the regiment is deserving of especial commendation. Fly 
traps were in general use and few flies were seen. In- 
cinerators were well cared for. Wheeled kitchens have 
been successfully used on marches. These were in good 
condition. 

“The same standard of excellence was observed in and 
about the latrines, which were all very well cared for by 
company details. Shower baths were adequate and in 
good order. Mosquito breeding was found in the vicinity 
of one horse trough and in the main drainage ditch. Ihe 
surgeon stated that there had recently been a shortage 
of crude oil. As malaria has made its appearance, mos- 
quito prevention in camp and its vicinity is of much im- 
portance. The exchange was in satisfactory condition. 
The infirmary was well arranged and cared for. Records 
were well kept. All men of the detachment were given 
mounted drill as well as the prescribed Medical Depart- 
ment instruction. There are five four-line drivers in the 
detachment. Combat equipment is complete. Transpor- 
tation consists of two four-mule ambulances and one pack 
mule. No wagon has been supplied.” 

The commanding general officially stated that he is 
very much pleased at the general excellence shown by 
this report and wishes to congratulate the 1st Illinois 
Cavalry and its responsible officers.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Brig. Gen. Frederick W. Sibley, U.S.A., an officer of 
distinguished service, was retired for age on Oct. 17, 
1916. Out of over forty-two years of service as a com- 
missioned officer he has spent close on forty with troops, 
and he held the record for continuous service in the 
Army on the active list. His long record of service was 
noted fully in our issue of June 10, 1916, page 1321. 
His last active duty was on the Texas border, and he 
was active in the pursuit of the bandit Villa in Mexico 


early in 1916. 

As previously announced, Col. Charles G. Treat, Field 
Art., Gen. Staff, was promoted brigadier general on 
Oct. 17. A sketch of General Treat’s career appeared 
on page 146, our issue of Sept. 30. 

Capt. William R. Rush, U.S.N., commandant of the 
navy yard, Charleston, Mass., has been. transferred to 
the retired list from Oct. 9, 1916, on his own request, 
after forty years’ service. Captain Rash, who is fifty- 
nine years old, received the news of the granting of his 
application on Oct. 18. He was born in Pennsylvania 
Sept. 19, 1857, and was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Louisiana June 10, 1872, graduating in 1879. 
Among the ships he served in were the Monongahela, 
of the China Station: the Constellation, Irish relief ship, 
in 1880; in the monitor Passaic and on surveying duty 
in the Ranger. He was on the Brooklyn, representirg 
the U.S. Navy at Spithead, England, during the Queen 
Victoria jubilee celebration in 1897. He also served 
on the same ship in the battle of Santiago and received 
commendatory mention in despatches. He was appointed 
eaptain in 1909. During the landing at Vera Cruz 
Captain Rush was in command of the Florida and 
directed the fighting against the Mexicans ashore. For 
“eminent conduct” on that occasion Captain Rush re- 
ceived a Congressional medal, being recommended for 
the honor by Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy. 
Captain Rush has been in command of the navy yard, 
Charlestown, since Nov. 6, 1914, coming from the U.S.S. 
Florida, where he was flag captain under Rear Admiral 
Fletcher. 

First Lieut. Wiley E. Dawson, 25th U.S. Inf., who 
has been found incapacitated for~active service and has 
been retired as a captain from July 15, 1916, was 
graduated from West Point in 1907, being assigned as 
a second lieutenant to the 29th Infantry, and became 
a first lieutenant in the 21st Infantry in 1911. He was 
recently on duty at West Point as an assistant professor 
in the department of law.

RECENT DEATHS. 

In addition to facts published in our last issue, page 
202, concerning the death of Brig. Gen. John H. Page, 
U.S.A., retired, at West Point, N.Y., on Oct. 9, 1916, a 
correspondent sends us the following: “His father was 
Capt. John Page, of the 4th U.S. Infantry, who was mor- 
tally wounded at the battle of Palo Alto. The early 
education of General Page was in Italy and-France. In 
1857 he returned to the United States and was a student 
at the Northwestern University, Evanston, Ill, when the 
Civil War broke out. He enlisted as a private in the 1st 
Illinois Light Artillery, Aug. 25, 1861. General Page’s 
record in the Civil War reads almost like a record of the 
battles of the Army of the Potomac. After the war he 
was almost constantly on frontier duty in various Indian 
campaigns. He had command of the Infantry column in 
the Sully campaign against the Indians in Indian Terri- 
tory, and established Camp Supply in 1868. He com- 
mandef his regiment during the Coeur d’Alene mining 
troubles in 1893 and the Coxeyite troubles on the North- 
ern Pacific. He commanded the 3d Infantry at El Caney 
and the siege of Santiago; and for three years in the 
Philippines, returning to the United States in 1902. As 
a lad of nineteen he had his baptism of fire, and from 
that time on his record is one of much service in the field. 
Thoroughly imbued with the traditions of our Service his 
foremost thoughts and ambitions centered in the per- 
formance of duty. Coupled with high ideals his long 
and hard service bred in him an intense patriotism and 
love of country which frequently manifested itself in his 
conversations and the nation’s present day perils. He 
never tired of dwelling on his pride in its past and his 
faith in its future. He is survived by his wife, four sons 
and two daughters. One of his sons, John H. Page, jr., 
is a captain in the 21st U.S. Infantry. His daughters 
are Mrs. F. C. Marshall, wife of Col. F..C. Marshall, 
15th Cav., and Mrs. George S. Simonds, wife of Capt. 
George S. Simonds, 22d Inf. Funeral services were held 
at West Point on Oct. 30. He was buried at Arlington 
Cemetery, Fort Myer, Va., on Oct. 11. Hosts of friends 
who have known this stern, yet gentle soldier, will mourn 
with his family his loss. A brave and faithful servant 
of his country has gone to his reward.” 

Major Charles William Whipple, U.S.A., retired, died 
at Summit, N.J., on Oct. 18. He was born at Ports- 
mouth, N.H., on Sept. 28, 1846, and was the son of 
Major Gen. A. W. Whipple, U.S.A., who was killed at 
the battle of Chancellorsville. Major Whipple was 
graduated from West Point in the class of 1868 and 
promoted to the 3d Artillery. He also was graduated 
from the Artillery School in 1874. He was chief ord- 
nance officer of the expedition to the Philippines in 1898 
and was in that year appointed inspector general of 
Volunteers, with the rank of lieutenant colonel. He 
was retired on account of disability Fe». 2, 1901. -In 
1877 Major Whipple married Katherine, daughter of the 
late Walter R. T. Jones, of New York city, who, with 
three sons and two daughters, survives him. 

Major Christopher W. Harrold, U.S.A., retired, died 
on Oct. 19 at his home in Medford, Mass. He was 
eighty-five years old and retired with rank of. captain 
in 1892, being advanced to rank of major in 1904. At 
the breaking out of the Civil War he enlisted in a 
Volunteer New Hampshire regiment. At the close of 
the war he was honorably mustered out, but joined 
the 3d Artillery, U.S.A., as second lieutenant in 1866, 
serving with that regiment until he retired. 

The death of Capt. Deas Archer, Inf., at Brownsville, 
Texas, on Sept. 30, of acute pneumococcic meningitis, al- 
ready noted in these columns, is announced with sincere 
regret in G.O. 28, Hars. 26th Infantry, Harlingen, Texas. 
Oct. 12; by order of Major F. B. Watson, commanding: 
Capt. H. S. Adams, acting adjutant. The order adds: 
“Practically all of Captain Archer’s service as a com- 
missioned officer was in the 26th Infantry, dating from 
1901, the year in which the regiment itself was organ- 
ized. The deceased, born in Richmond, Va., Aug. 6, 1878, 
was a graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School, 1906, 
and professor of military tactics and science at West Vir- 
ginia University, Morgantown, 1912-1914. He was a 





diligent student, conscientious and painstaking in all his 
work, and admired by many friends and acquaintances 
for his integrity. To the family is extended heartfelt 
sympathy.” 

The funeral obsequies of the late Capt. Donald W. 
Strong, 7th U.S. Inf., who died at Oneonta, N.Y., Sept. 
23, 1916, held from the residence of his mother at 25 
River street Sept. 25, were largely attended. Dr. J. C. 
Russell officiated and paid the deceased a high tribute 
as a soldier and a citizen. The body was laid at rest 
in the Strong family plot in Riverside, where the im- 
pressive ritual for the dead of the Masonic fraternity 
was given. Following the firing squad from Company 
G, 1st Infantry, N.G.N.Y., which also attended in a 
body, fired three volleys over his casket and “taps” 
was sounded by the company buglers. Captain Strong 
had served in Company G from May 25, 1886, to Dec. 3, 
1895. The veterans of the Spanish-American War were 
also in attendance as an organization. Captain Strong, 
as we have previously noted, first joined the U.S. Army 
as second lieutenant in the Artillery Corps in May, 
1901, having previously served in the 7th California 
Volunteers and the 35th U.S. Volunteers in Philippine 
campaigns, 1898-1901. He was born in Oneonta Feb. 
3, 1868, the son ef the late Horatio G. Strong and of 
Mrs. Caroline Watkins Strong. He, after attending the 
Oneonta High School, when sixteen years of age entered 
the Vermont Episcopal Institute at Burlington, Vt., 
and later took a special course at the Pennsylvania 
Military Academy at Chester, Pa. Later he was united 
in marriage with Miss Martha E. Murdock, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Silas W. Murdock, a well known family 
of Oneonta, who survives. During his sojourn at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., while on duty im the Army, Captain 
Strong became prominent ‘in social and fraternal life 
and was made master of Lodge No. 311, F. and A.M., 
of Leavenworth, and became also a member of Abdull 
Temple, Mystic .Shrine, and a _ thirty-second degree 
Mason. “While soldierly in bearing and _ instincts,” 
writes a correspondent, “Captain Strong was a genial 
man and made a wide circle of friends wherever known. 
He also was a member of the Society of Colonial Wars.” 

Ensign Charles®Glover Clark, U.S.N., who died at the 
Army Hospital, Zamboanga, P.I., on Oct. 12, 1916, was 
born at Brooklyn, N.Y., Dec. 1, 1891. He was appointed 
a midshipman to the Naval Academy, Annapolis, 
by the late Senator Keen, of New Jersey, in 1911, gradu- 
ating an ensign, June 4, 1915. He served on the U.S.S. 
Michigan until early in April, 1916; was ordered to the 
Asiatic and to the Mohican. Sept. 1, 1916, was trans- 
ferred to the U.S.S. Dale. ‘‘His death,” writes a corre- 
spondent. “was due to acute heart disease. ‘It’s song 
unfinished, sweet and fine, we laid a voice away.’” 


Ensign Baine Caruthers Dent, U.S.N., retired, died 
suddenly of heart failure at Vineland, N.J., on Oct. 10, 
1916. He was born Nov. 4, 1856, and graduated from 
the Naval Academy in 1880 and was retired, owing to 
physical disability, in 1890. A classmate and shipmate, 
“AN. W.,” sends the following tribute to Ensign Dent: 
“Those whose memories of the Navy go back to the 
eighties will learn with heartfelt sorrow of the death of 
their old comrade, Baine Dent. He was an officer of 
courage, judgment and rare ability in handling men. He 
had the gift of making himself loved—really loved, by 
bluejackets as by his mess mates. When the doctors re- 
tired him for heart trouble in 1890, they gave him only a 
few months to live, but his indomitable courage and 
cheerfulness somehow held off the sentence for more than 
a quarter of a century. With the same courage and the 
same cheerfulness, he endured the almost total blindness 
that was his lot during the later years of his life. He 
died, as he had lived, a fine, high, dauntless soul—a 
gentleman unafraid.” The funeral occurred on Saturday, 
Oct. 14, from the residence of his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Virginia Holloway, in Leavenworth, Kas. The inter- 
ment was in Mount Muncie Cemetery beside the remains 
of his first wife, who died three years ago. Ensign 
Dent is survived by his widow, his mother, Mrs. Annie 
Baine Dent; a sister, Mrs. Betty Dent Smith, wife of 
Naval Constructor Smith, U.S.N., and two brothers, 
Messrs. Grant Dent and Louis Dent.

G.O. 52; SEPT. 30, 1916, WAR DEPT. 
I.—The following is an extract from the Army appropriation 


act, approved “Aug. 29, 1916: 

‘Hereafter headquarters clerks shall be known as Army field 
clerks and: shall feceive pay‘at«the rates herein provided, and 
after twélve years of service, at least three years of ~which 
shall .have. been on detached duty away.from permanent sta- 
tion, or on duty beyond the continental limits of the United 
States, or both, shall receive the same allowances, except re- 
tirement, as heretofore allowed by law to pay clerks, Quarter- 
pr yore Corps, and shall be subject to the rules and urticles 
of war.” 

With reference to the foregoing, it has been held by the Sec- 
retary of War that this legislation places Army field clerks in 
the military service’ and that appointments to and separations 
from these clerkships are excluded. from the operation of the 
civil-service law and rules. This order publishes regulations 
governing the matter of appointments, assignments, promotions 
and transfers of these clerks, from which we make the fol- 
lowing extracts: 

Army field clerks will be appointed by the Secretary of War 
upon the recommendation of The Adjutant General of the Army. 

A candidate to be eligible for appointment must be a male 
citizen of the United States, physically sound and of good moral 
character, between eighteen and thirty years of age, and no 
applicant will be designated for examination whose application 
— has not been approved by The Adjutant General of the 

rmy. 

The application for designation for examination will be ad- 
dressed to The Adjutant General of the Army, written in the 
handwriting of the applicant and should give the date and 
place of birth and the state of which he is a citizen. The 
names of all schools and colleges attended and the period of 
attendance at each, what business experience the applicant has 
had and, in the case of each former employment, a definite rea- 
son as to why such employment terminated. Letters to accom- 
pany applications should be obtained from only those persons 
who know the applicant personally. 

Army field clerks will be assigned to the offices at the head- 
quarters of the several territorial departments, districts, divi- 
sions and brigades, and service schools, according to their quali- 
fications for the duty to be performed thereat. 

The number of Army field clerks assigned to the headquar- 
ters of the several territorial departments, districts, divisions 
and brigades, and service schools, shall be in accordance with 
the necessities of the military service. 

The following are the rates of pay as fixed by law: $2,000 
per annum, $1,800 per annum, $1,600 per annum, $1,400 per 
annum, $1,200 per annum, and $1,000 per annum. 

II.—1, (a) An officer, who, under the provisions of Par. 
1209, Army Regulations, is furnished rations with an organi- 
zation during active operations in the field, will make notation 
on his pay account of the number of rations drawn during- the 
month covered by the pay account, and the quartermaster mak- 
ing payment will collect the amount due the United States 
for ratiéns furnished on the basis of thirty cents per ration. 

(b) If an officer has,’ under the provisions of Pars. 1258 
and 1259, Army Regulations, forwarded his pay accounts before 
maturity to a quartermaster for payment when due he will 
at the end of each month notify the quartermaster who holds 
his accounts of the number of rations drawn, and the amount 
due the United States will be collected by the quartermaster 
in the next payment made after the receipt of such notification. 

(ec) An officer of the National Guard in the service of the 
United States when paid on a pay roll will take the necessary 
action to insure notation being made on the pay roll in the 
space for “Remarks” of the number of rations drawn by him 
on ration returns for the period covered by the pay roll, and 
the quartermaster paying the roll will make collection of the 
amount due the United States. 

(d) Under no circumstances will an officer make payment 
direct to a quartermaster for rations furnished on ration re- 
turns unless it is, impracticable to have the collection made 
on a pay account or pay roll. 

2. When officers are issued rations on a ration return of an 
organization, the quartermaster issuing the rations will drop 
the total number of rations issued on such ration return from 
his return of subsistence stores as though all rations were 
issued to enlisted men. 

8. Quartermasters who issue rations to officers on ration re- 
turns under the provisions of Par. 1209, Army Regulations, 
will file a repor§ with their monthly return of subsistence stores 
furnished the Quartermaster General, showing the name, rank 
and organization of such officers, the number of rations issued 
to each, and the period for which issued.

In a test of endurance conducted by Lieutenant 
Kingston, of the &@S. Marines, in Haiti, to determine 
the staying powers of his men, 118 men, ranging in age 
from nineteen to fifty-two and carrying the regulation 
field equipment, were given the test of ascending a steep 
mountain path, approximately eight miles, within a 
two-hour limit. Eighty-four men accomplished the feat 
in the prescribed time, and of those twenty per cent. were 
veterans of forty-four years and over.

The report on her initial’ 
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CHINESE-AMERICAN RAILWAY CONTRACT 

To those students of history who concern theniselves 
primarily with the economic causes of war between na- 
tions, the contract entered into between the Siems-Carey 
Company of St. Paul, Minn. (backed by the American 
International Corporation of New York city) for the con- 
struction of 400 miles of railway in China and for dredg- 
ing 200 miles of the Grand Canal in the Shantung prov- 
ince is an event whose developments will bear close at- 
tention. In our issue of Oct. 7 we printed all the facts 
announced up to that time, together with the statement 
that a $60,000,000 loan had been arranged by the Ameri- 
can International Corporation to handle the operation. 

Since then the inevitable has happened that must 
always come when the financiers of the United States 
endeavor to enter into any commercial undertakings with 
China involving any control of her railways. On Oct. 14 
both Russia and Japan entered protests. with the Chi- 
nese government at Peking against these concessions for 
railway and canal construction, the Japanese ‘claiming 
that by reason of their conquest of the province of Shan- 
tung all the rights heretofore held by Germany in the 
development of that province should fall to her. Russia, 
with characteristic diplomatic suavity, promptly recalled 
an oral promise made by the Chinese Minister in Petro- 
grad eighteen years ago, that Russia should have the 
privilege of building railways in the vicinity of Mongolia. 
Against this it may be mentioned that the contract be- 
tween the American companies and the Chinese govern- 
ment specifically stipulated that if the route agreed on for 
the 400 miles of railway to be built under the concession 
interfered with any existing agreement for railway con- 
struction equal concessions would be granted elsewhere. 

Although up to the present our State Department has 
had no official notice of these matters, it must necessarily 
feel that in this Chinese railway contract lies the seed 
6f another international problem. In effect it leaves the 
United States bounded on the north by Canada and on 
the east, south and’ west by diplomatic questions of a 
more or less pressing nature. In two recent books re- 
viewed in our columns, which are devoted to the eastern 
question and to the China of to-day, it is pointed out that 
“the heart of a nation’s industrial life rests on its rail- 
ways” and that unless our Government backs up our 
financiers in their efforts to gain a legitimate control of 
a portion of “the heart of China’s industrial life,” they 
will have to find refuge under the flag of some other and 
more adventurous country to carry out their schemes. 

What those countries might be, if they were of a 
friendly disposition toward American financial interests, 
is best shown through the figures of railway control in 
China. Out of the $858,000,000 of capital invested in 
Chinese railways (the figures are for 1914) Russia owns 
$200,000,000, England $140,000,000, Japan $125,000,000, 
China $128,000,000, Germany $80,000,000° and France 
$62,500,000. Thus ™% would appear that Russia and 
Japan held more than a third\of the total capitalization of 
China’s railroads, to which may be added the obvious de- 
sires of both of those nations to control China’s destinies 
in a political and economic sense. 


That neither Russia nor Japan is in a friendly mood 
toward American financial interests, so far as the com- 
mercial invasion of ‘China is concerned, their protests of 
Oct. 14 bear witness. Russia may have too much on her 
hands just now to consider exerting pressure against the 
United States, but Japan, beyond her treaty agreements 
with Great Britain, is foot loose when it comes to mak- 
ing a display of military force to carry so important a 
point as the protection of her rights in China. There are 
such huge potential economic possibilities in China that 
neither Russia, above all the other European nations, nor 
Nippon proposes to let any of this future wealth slip 
through her fingers. Nor do Russia and Japan propose 
“to allow their control of the political possibilities of 
that enormou® mass of peopl to escape them. 

We have been frightened within the last two weeks 
by the appearance of a German naval submersible off our 
coast, forgetting that when the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse first took the blue ribbon of transatlantic speed 
away from the English in 1897 this pointed to the fact 
that Germany’s western coast was brought three days. 
nearer to us in time of war. The Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans are not so much our friends as they seemed a 
short while ago; and when the European war is over, a3 
Admiral Fiske pointed out the other day, ‘and the treaty 
of peace shall havé been signed and all the nations now 
warring find themselves bound together by the tie of a 
common necessity (that of getting money), is it incon- 
ceiyable that they should turn eager eyes toward the 
richest and weakest country in the world? And is it 
inconceivable that the eyes of the Orient should turn 
toward her at the same time?” 

It will be then, if not before, that students of the 
economic aspects of history may look back on the signing 
of the Chinese-American railway contract in October, 
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1916, as one vf the really momentous dates in our his- 
tory. In view of the attitude of Japan and Russia, it 
“it a document fraught with much danger to our country 
unless, as Thomas F. Millard has written of American 
finance in China in general, “it is strongly and definitely 
supported by. the diplomacy and power of. the American 
Government.”

THE ARMY RESERVE CORPS. 

Under a decision of the War Department officers of 
the Reserve Corps will be authorized to wear the uni- 
form and insignia of the corresponding arm, corps and 
department of the Regular Army, with the letters 
“O.R.C.” superimposed on the insignia. A design for 
the Reserve officer’s insignia is being prepared by the 
Quartermaster Corps. The applications for appointment 
as Reserve officers, not only of the line, but of the 
different corps and departments, show a wide interest 
throughout the country in this feature of the National 
Defense Act. There are at present 700 candidates’ for 
the Reserve Corps of the line, and arrangements have 
been made for issuing temporary commissions to those 
who have successfully passed the-examination. Orders have 
been placed with the Bureau of Printing and Engraving 
for Reserve officers’ commissions, and as soon as they 
are ready they will be issued to officers of the corps. 
Prominent men in all professions and experts are making 
application for commission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
of the Quartermaster Corps and Engineér Corps. By 
special arrangement the first commission of the Officer 
Reserve Corps of Engineers will be issued to William 
Barclay Parsons, a distinguished ‘civil engineer of New 
York.. There are 300 applications for commissions in 





the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Quartermaster Corps. 


At the rate that the applications are coming in it is 
believed that 1,000 officers of this corps can be secured 
within a year. Included in this list are some of the most 
prominent railway officials and experts in handling Army 
supplies of the country. It is planned by the War 
Department to create a war organization of these officers. 
The officers of the Quartermaster Reserve Corps will be 
assigned to stations at which they will report for duty 
in the event of war. The same policy will be pursued 
with other Reserve officers. 

Again the War Department has recognized the fact 
that war conditions exist in Mexico. In giving instruc- 
tions to commanding officers for the enforcement of Sec. 
27, National Defensé Act, providing that enlisted men 
may be furloughed into the Regular Army Reserve after 
the expiration of one year’s service, the Secretary of War 
states that applications of enlisted men will not be con- 
sidered “under the present unusual conditions.*. In a 
statement given out at the Department the Secretary 
issued the following instructions: 

“Furlough of an enlisted man to the Regular Army 
Reserve after the expiration of one year’s honorable 
service rests upon the discretion of the Secretary of War. 
It_is a privilege which under normal conditions will be 
readily granted by him to soldiers of exemplary character, 
good physical condition, and who by their industry and 
application have acquired such proficiency in the dis- 
charge of duty of their arm of the Service as to render 
them thoroughly dependable for service in case of war. 
Under the present unusual conditions, which have caused 
the concentration of so large a part of the Army and the 
mobilization of most of the Regular Army Reserve, he 
does not believe that the approval of furloughs to the 
Regular Army Reserve after one year’s honorable service 
is justified.. Applications therefore will not be forwarded 
until further instructions.” 

The effect of these instructions, will be that after 
Nov. 1 men will be enlisted in the Regular Army under 
this provision to serve for one year or until the end of 
what amounts to war. The assurance is given in the 
statement that when normal conditions are resumed, 
or the present situation in Mexico is over, it will be the 
policy of the War Department to encourage enlisted men 
to take advantage of this provision of the Defense Act.

Capt. Charles de F. Chandler, Signal Corps, U.S.A., 
has been placed in charge of the aerostatic division of 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps. This is the 
first step in the organization and development of lighter 
than air craft. Eventually it is presumed that when 
Congress makes the necessary appropriations Zeppelins 
will be included in this division of the Aviation Section 
of the Signal Corps. Captain Chandler has had more 
experience with different types of balloons and lighter 
than air craft than any officer in the Army. It is 
doubtful whether any American has ever given so much 
study to these types of aircraft. It will be remembered 
that he made a successful and sensational trip in a 
balloon from St. Louis to West Virginia. In his new 
capacity Captain Chandler’s first work will be the 
development of a system of observation balloons for Field 
Artillery. The Signal Corps has just placed a contract 
for four of the latest type of aeroplanes, which have a 
registered speed of 119 miles per hour. With this the 
Signal Corps has 175 machines in service or under 
contract. It has expended about $2,500,000 on different 
types of aircraft. They include all of the successful 
types of aeroplanes from battle machines to school 
training machines. Coasiderable progress has been made 
in the reorganization and organization of the personnel 
of the active and serve Aviation Corps. The Aviation 
Section of the Reserve Corps has now under way the 
organization of three lines of aerial defense. Progress 
has not only been made in the organization of the Reserve 
Corps, but in the number. of National Guard squadrons 





and companies: Capt.. Benjamin. D. Foulois, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., is now engaged in organizing two squad- 
rons of the National Guard of New York for the defense 
of New York city, and, will: later organize an aero 
squadron for the defense of Chesapeake Bay. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt has announced 
that the four new dreadnoughts authorized by this year’s 
Naval Appropriation Act will be named the Colorado, 
Maryland, Washington and West Virginia. Following 
the usual policy of the Department, the armored cruisers 
which- now bear the names of these states will shortly 
receive the names of the largest cities of the states. At 





“epreséent only three states are represented in the Navy 


by. cruisers, Montana, North Carolina and - South 
Dakota. It has been presumed that Secretary Daniels 
would name one of the battle cruisers after his native 


-state, North Carolina, but it is stated. at the Navy 


Department that the policy of giving the names of states 


_to battleships will be continued until all the states have 


battleships in the fleet. The battle cruisers, according 
to the present plan, will be named after some of the 
historic ships of the old’ Navy. The twenty new de- 
stroyers will, as usual, be named after distinguished 


’ Navy officers. The bids for the new ba'tleships are to 


be opened on Oct. 25. In the past battleships under 
construction have been known by numbers and not by 
name during most of their period of construction. The 
decision to announce the names of the ships before the 
contracts are let will simplify the records of the Depart- 
ment and give an added public interest in the vessels.

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The indications are that about 450 candidates for com- 
missions in the Army, who passed the examination on 
Aug. 21, will qualify. Of this-number it is believed that 
over 100 will be enlisted men of the Regular Army. Not 
all the examination papers have been received at the War 
Department, and it is not probable that the list of suc- 
cessful candidates will be made public much before Nov. 
5 or 6. Until that time it will nct be known just how 
many have qualified, although a casudl scanning of the 
papers indicates that the number was about fifty per 
cent. of the whole. This is perhaps the largest percentage 
that has ever qualified at an examination for commis- 
sions in the Army. The papers show that exceptionally 
high class young men took the examination. It is gen- 
erally believed that this is due to the deep interest that 
is taken by the public in the Army and in the question 
of national defense. Evidently there seems to be a more 
general desire on the part of young men to enter the 
Army. According to reports that have been received at 
the War Department, about 700 candidates reported for 
the examinations which began Oct. 16. Of these it is 
said that 150 were enlisted men of the Army. An order 
will shortly be issued for a third examination, which will 
be held Jan. 29:

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It is understood that Captain Ridley McLean, Judge 
Advocate General of the Navy, will shortly make appli- 
cation to’ the Secretary of the Navy for sea duty. 
During his tour of duty as Judge Advocate General 
Captain McLean has had much to do with the new 
personnel legislation. ‘That he was not seeking to further 
his personal interests by his efforts in this direction is 





apparent from the fact that under the very provisions - 


which he advocated so enthusiastically it will be neces- 
sary for him te be relieved from his position in the Navy 
Department and go to sea. Otherwise he would not be 
eligible fof promotion. In every respect Captain McLean 
has made a splendid record in the Judge Advocate 
General’s office. Not only has he been called upon. by 
the Secretary to prepare the personnel legislation, but 
through his efforts a law was passed for a reform in 
the administration of justice in the Navy. Among the 
officers who are mentioned as probable successors to 
Captain McLean are Lieut. Comdr. Robert Henderson, 
U.S.N., Lieut. Comdr. W. C. Watts, U.S.N., and Major 
Albert S. McLemore, U.S.M.C.

It is being predicted that universal military service will 
soon be adopted by Canada. While Canada-has made a 
splendid record. in enlisting volunteers for the European 
war, it has become apparent that it must abandon the 
volunteer system if it is to raise 500,000 men as pro- 
posed by the Canadian government. Several of the large 
cities have petitioned the government to pass a law for 
conscription on the lines of that which was enacted by the 
British House of Parliament. Canada is having the same 
experience in raising troops as all other countries that 
have depended upon a volunteer system in a great war 
have had. With the adoption of this policy by Canada, 
only the United States and China will be clinging to the 
volunteer system.

PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 

(Summarized from the reports Oct. 12-19.) © 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Allies have, not as yet developed any. new offensive 
in France or. Belgium. The .extensive reconnaissance 
of a week ago either failed to find any point. weak 
enough to invite a serious attack or else the concentra- 
tion of artillery and infantry demands more time. A 
slow preparation is always in danger of discovery, 
although the tremendous development of aerial service 
on the side of the Allies seems competent to greatly 
‘restrict, if not entirely to forbid, German overhead 
reconnaissance. 

It is noticeable that recent German reports from the 
Somme battlefield credit the Allies with having main- 
tained almost continuous attacks of the most extreme 
violence with the supposed determination to actually 


‘break through the fortified lines at some point. They 


assert that the losses sustained by both French and 
British, and especially by the latter, far exceeded any 
heretofore incurred. These comments apply especially 
to the attacks last week at Sailly-Saillisel and St. Pierre 
Vaast Wood. The Allied reports, on the other hand, 
suggest only the grim determination to continu2 a pres- 
sure so, powerful and unremitting that the hostile lines 
will be compelled steadily to fall back and slowly but 
surely to relinquish one after the other the villages 
and towns of Picardy. 

A rare opportunity to judge French losses was afforded 
by the recent statement that the taking of Combles cost 
the French in killed and wounded only 5,250 men in two 
days’ fighting, while in the Champagne a year previous 
their loss was over 50,000. It is to be remembered that 
Combles fell to a joint attack by both British and French. 

North of the Somme the British and French attacked 
heavily on Oct. 13 all along the line from Courcelette 
to St. Pierre Vaast Wood. At a number of places the 
Altied infantry penetrated the German lines, where 
bitter hand-to-hand fighting developed. The French made 
seven distinct assaults upon positions near Sailly, but 
were unable to maintain a footing in the strongly de- 
fended lines. Northwest of Gueudecourt Brandenburg 
infantry withstood the attack of heavy columns of British 
infantry, but could not prevent their making some 
progress between Gueudecourt and Les Boeufs, where 150 
German prisoners were taken. 

On the 14th the French were still fighting hard, but 
without further success toward Sailly, and. they lost 
some ground southwest of St. Pierre Vaast Wood, where 
the Germans captured seven oflicers, 227 men and sevéral 
machine guns. 

On the 15th the British won a slight advance northeast 
of Gueudecourt, taking two officers and forty-seven men 
prisoners. North of Stuff redoubt (Thiepval sector) 
two lines of German communication trenches were 
cleared out for a distance of nearly 200 yards and one 
officer and 100 men made prisoners. At the Schwaben 
redoubt, on the ridge north of Thiepval, the British 
pushed on both to the north and the west, causing heavy 
casualties and taking additional prisoners. A French 
attack near Les Boeufs was repulsed. 

On Oct. 17 the French won some additional houses 
in the village of Sailly-Saillisel and firally repulsed a 
violent counter-attack which at first pierced their posi- 
tion. They took ninety German prisoners with two 
machine guns. Following up this attack on the next 
day General Fayolle, the French commander, was able 
to report the complete occupation of Sailly-Saillisel and 
in addition the capture of dominating ridges northwest 
and northeast. On the left and right, at Les Boeufs and 
Rancourt, the German lines held against strong French 
assaults: 

The British on the 18th extended their lines north of 
Gueudecourt and toward the Butte de Warlencourt, a 
height which commands the roads south of Ligny; 150 
German prisoners were taken, and this advance marks 
the point of nearest and most, direct approach to 
Bapaume, which is still between“three and four miles 
distant. 

South of the Somme on Oct. 13 the French maintained 
their attacks about Fresnes and near Chaulnes and 
renewed the effort to drive the Germans out of the sugar 
refinery at Genermont. After a fierce struggle a great 
part of Ablaincourt remained in German hands and 
fourteen French officers with 186 men were captured. 
The following day in hard fighting the French captured 
two kilometers of a first German line east of Belloy-en- 
Santerre and won the jittle village of Genermont and 
the sugar refinery of Ablaincourt, taking all told 1,100 
prisoners, including nineteen officers. The French, re- 
porting the hard fight for a fortified factory building 
in Genermont, say the artillery was unable to destroy 
all of the machine guns and that several waves of 
French infantry suffered heavily before the walls were 
reached. The Prussian garrison refused to surrender 
and all were killed in severe underground fighting in 
the vast cellars under the place. The scene of these 
successes is along the Chaulnes-Peronre highway, west 
of the Roye-Perrone railway. Close to the north front 
of Chaulnes the Germans recaptured the eastern part of 
Ambos Wood, where they took six French officers and 
400 men. 

On the 16th and 17th the Germans made strong efforts 
to regain the ground lost on the Santerre Plateau, in 
the region of Berny and Belloy, where they made three 
powerful counter-attacks, all of which were repulsed 
with heavy losses.. In renewed efforts on the 18th some 
of the French positions were entered, but counter-attack- 
ing General Joffre’s men either killed or captured all of 


* the Germans who had forced their way in. The sup- 


porting waves of German infantry were driven back 
by the French barrage fire. Close to Peronne the 
French on Oct. 18 attacked with a rush the whole front 
between Biaches and La Maisonette, where they cap- 
tured five officers, 245 men and several machine guns. 
There has been very little fighting in this sector since 
heath ong finally took Biaches after a long struggle 
in July. 

Raiding parties of British infantry were very active 
on the night of Oct. 13, when fourteen separate raids 
were made upon hostile trenches in the neighborhood of 
Ypres and Armentieres. The Germans exploded several 
mines in the same region, and on the 14th the British 
made further raids west of Serre, north of Roclineourt, 
northeast of Festubert and north of Neuve Chapelle. 
Again on the 17th they were active at Neuville St. 
Vaast, Wytschaete and north of Ypres. West of Serre 
they raided a hostile trench. Southeast of Rheims the 
French made a successful raid on Oct. 18 in the Fort de 
la Pompelle sector. : 

In Champagne a French attack north of Le Mesnil 
was repulsed, and there was considerable artillery

ORGANIZATION AVIATION SECTION, U.S.A. 

In its issue of Oct. 15 “Aviation” tells us that two 
announcements just made by the Aviation Section of 
the Signal Corps of the Army will go far toward con- 
vineing the public that solid progress is being made to 
ereate a substantial military air service. . Eight pursuit 
scout machines have been ordered; four of the Curtiss 
triplane type and four Sturtevant biplanes. These 
speedy scouts are, if unofficial accounts are true, prac- 
tically equal to foreign aircraft of the last military 
pursuit types. “By ordering these new types almost 
immediately after their initial tests the Aviation Section 
has,” our neighbor says, “shown that it is prepared to 
make good its assurance that it will not hesitate to pur- 
chase, to promote development, the types it is convinced 
will be required for active military duty. Another 
significant fact about this order is that a triplane has 
been accepted which is a radical development in aero- 
plane design, and its acceptance by the War Depart- 
ment gives splendid proof of a_ willingness to assist 
aeronautical engineers in developing new ideas in con- 
struction.” 

Aviation favors us with advance proofs of the tenta- 
tive plans it publishes for the permanent> organization 
of the Aviation Section, the requirements for service in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, the requirements for the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps, the regulations for civilian 
aviation schools and the method to be followed for 
application by National Guardsmen. It is an_ official 
announcement by the officer in charge, Aviation Section, 
Signal Corps, U.S.A. The duties of the central office 
are defined as the provision of adequate material, train- 
ing of the personnel and the establishment of tactical 
units, their administration and supply. The inspection 
department is to reach all manufacturing plants, all 
producers of material, and material in the hands of 
tactical units. Training will be decentralized as far as 
possible, but will be under the general jurisdiction of 
the central office, as the Army instruction is under that 
of the War Department. 

The country will be divided into three school districts 
under the general jurisdiction of the officers in command 
of the schools at San Diego, the central part and the 
school of the East. Eventually the preliminary training 
of the aviation personnel, except the Regulars, will be 
committed to civilian aviation schools, who are to re- 
ceive compensation. Students will be subject to an 
examination to determine their qualifications to take the 
course, on the completion of which they will be commis- 
sioned as reserve officers and assigned to duty. Each 
department commander will have on his staff an aviation 
officer having charge of all matters affecting the Avia- 
tion Section. 

“When this system is fully put into effect the aviation 
officers of the various departments will remain the same 
in peace and war and the organization will be capable 
of rapid expansion to take care of war conditions. The 
tactical units (an aero squadron hereafter will have a 
depot unit of three officers and twenty men) would 
move off into the field, leaving behind them their respec- 
tive depots, which depots could be moved wherever 
necessary, and personnel supplied directly to them from 
the school and depot systems. 

“Aside from the officers and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army, the aviation personnel may consist of 
civilians employed by the Aviation Section of the Signal 
Corps, reserve officers, enlisted men of the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps and National Guard organizations mus- 
tered into the service of the United States.” 

Personnel will be obtained for the Aviation Section, 
Signal Corps, U.S.A., as now prescribed by law and 
Army regulations; for the Aviation Section, Signal 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, as prescribed in . No. 32, 
W.D., July °8, 1916, and in an appendix to the an- 
nouncement; for the Enlisted Reserve Corps, Aviation 
Section, Signal Corps, as prescribed in an appendix; 
requirements for civilian aviation schools as contained 
in an appendix. The method by which officers and men 
of the National Guard may be detailed for duty at 
aviation schools under Section 99, National Defense 
Act, is mentioned in another appendix. 

The four appendices referred to accompany the cir- 
cular, but we omit them for lack of space. Following 
are the numbers authorized in each grade: (1) 54 
master signal electricians; {2) 190 sergeants, first class; 
(3) ‘271 sergeants; (4) 543 corporals; (5) 1.381 pri- 
vates, first class; (6) 276 privates; total, 2,715. The 
grades and pay of the enlisted force vf the Aviation 
Section, Signal Corps, U.S. Army, are as follows:

On 
approval by the Militia Bureau orders will be requested 
from The Adjutant General of the Army assigning such 
officers or enlisted men to duty at aviation schools. 7

Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., commanding the 
Western Department, disapproved on Oct. 13, says a 
despatch from San Francisco, Cal., the findings of the 
general court-martial which recently acquitted Lieut. 
Col. Ogden Rafferty, U.S.A., retired, of charges of con- 
duct unbecoming an officer, pertaining to his acquaintance 
with Mrs. Rebecca Robinson, divorced wif: of Capt. 
James Lee Robinson, U.S. edical Corps. Captain 
Robinson preferred charges last spring and the trial was 
held at Fort Scott, Cal. Mrs. Robinson was the chief 
‘witness for the defense, admitting her friendship for 
Colonel Rafferty, but characterizing it as “parental” or 
“platonic.” 

“Although no announcement has been made by_the 
War Department,” writes a correspondent at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., “it has been learned that Major 
¥. H. Gallup, 3d Field Art., who was court-martialed 
at the post last June, has been placed at the foot of the 
list of officers of his grade in the Field Artillery. This 
report that he will remain in the Service is pleasing 
news to all the Army people at Fort Leavenworth. The 
reduction to the bottom of the file in his new rank will 
not be much of a hardship for him. He was promoted 
only a short time ago and will only go back a_few 
numbers. The friends of Capt. W. H. Armstrong, Porto 
Rico Regiment, and Capt. Harry Graham, 26th Inf., 
the other two officers court-martialed at the same time, 
charged with. using a map of Fort Leavenworth military 
reservation to assist them in making a drawing while 
attending the Army School of the Line, are now more 
hopeful that they will be allowed to remain in the Ser- 
vice. It is not thought likely that the verdict on one 
of the three would be modified and not changed with 
the other two.” 

“That the Army motor truck has come to stay,” says 
the San Antonio Express, “is indicated by the fact that 
$20,000 has been mak sside by the quartermaster to build 
a machine shop at rt Sam Houston to care for the 
big ‘gasoline hogs.’ The shop, foundations for which 
have been started, will be constructed near the radio 
station at the edge of the mounted post. All repairs 
to cars in the Southern Department from Brownsville 
to Del Rio will be made at the shop. Col. Harry. L, 
Rogers, U.S.A., department quartermaster, is. the author 
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of the innovation. There are so many trucks.that some 
uniform and routine method of keeping them in repair 
has become necessary, it is decla Nearly 2,500 
trueks must be cared for here and at El Paso. A shop 
will be established at El Paso also. Smaller shops for 
only slightly complicated répairs will be put up at all 
the big cantonments. The total investment of the local 
shop will be more than the initial cost of construction, 
as much valuable machinery is to be installed. Capt. 
Harry A. Hegeman, U.S.A., who has gained a reputation 
in mechanics, is to be in charge of the machine shop 
here. Truck companies—three at Brownsville, one at 
Laredo and one at Del Rio—have been instructed to 
report at Fort Sam Houston by overland trip. The 
drivers of them will be discharged immediately afterward. 
This is in keeping with the policy of the Department 
to discharge all civilian drivers and put soldier drivers 
in their place. It is desired to get enlisted men as the 


personnel of the truck-trains. An immense change is - 


in progress in this respect—the replacing of civilian 
truck drivers with soldiers. Men of the Quartermaster 
Corps are being assigned to the trucks. When a soldier 
becomes a chauffeur he is promoted to a sergeancy. 
Many men have put in hard hours of study this summer 
to. perfect. themselves in the trick of running and taking 
minor care of cars.”

U.S.8. ARIZONA IN COMMISSION. 


The U.S.S. Arizona was placed in commission in the 
navy yard, New York, on Oct. 17 in the presence of 
the navy yard staff, the officers and men attached to the 
other ships in the yard and a large assemblage df 
civilians. Rear Admiral Nathaniel R. Usher, U.S.N., 
commandant of the yard, accompanied by his aids, Comdr. 
Frank B. Upham, U.S.N., and Lieut. Comdr. Ralph P, 
Craft, U.S.N., went on board the Arizona shortly after 
four o’clock and Commander Upham read the order of 
the Navy Department, signed by Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, placing the ship in commission, to Capt. John 
D. McDonald, commander of the new vessel... Rear 
Admiral Usher then said: “I place the ship in commis- 
sion. Hoist the colors and break out the pennant.” As 
this order was obeyed the ship’s band played .the national 
Captain McDonald read the orders placing 
him in command of the ship. 

The Arizona, which will remain in the yard for ten 





‘days, it is expected, before going to sea, is the largest 


ship ever built in the navy yard, New York. Her keel 
was laid in March, 1914, and she was launched June 
19, 1915. She was completed at a saving of more than 
$1,000,000 from the estimated cost. The Arizona is a 
twin of the recently commissioned Pennsylvania. Each 
is of 31,400 tons displacement, and the Arizona has an 
estimated horsepower of 34,000, somewhat more than her 
sister. She is the fifth ship to be built at the New York 
Yard, the others Raving been the battleships Connecticut 
and Florida and the collier Vestal and the battleship 
New York. Her armament consists of twelve 14-inch 
guns in four turrets, twenty 5-inch rifles and two anti- 
aircraft guns.

AFTERMATH OF U-BOAT VISIT. 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, Acting Secretary of the Navy 
in the absence of Secretary Daniels, gave out this state- 
ment and attached his signature to it as Acting Secre- 
tary on Oct. 18: “It can be stated definitely that the 
destroyers of the U.S. Navy which went to the vicinity 
of the Nantucket Shoals light vessel on Sunday, Oct. 8, 
in response to S O S calls did not in any way violate 
their duty of neutrality in regard to the vessels sunk 
or the passengers and crews thereof. The action of the 
Navy was in absolute accordance with international law 
and the dictates of humanity.” This was by way of 
denial of the insinuations made in the House of Com- 
mons by Viscount Grey, the British Foreign Secretary, 
that American naval vessels “facilitated the operations” 
of the U-53. 3 

The visit of the German submarine U-53 to Newport, 
R.I., was reviewed on Oct. 17 by two representatives 
of the neutrality division of the Treasury Department 
from New York, who interviewed various persons re- 
ported to have talked with Lieutenant Captain Rose, 
of the U boat. The investigation had to do only with 
civilians who talked with Captain Rose, as the visits 
exchanged by the commander with American Navy offi- 
cers were covered in official reports to the Navy De- 
partment. f : 

Activities of the Atlantic Fleet this week, especially 
of the destroyer force, have been interpreted by the 
press correspondents as a campaign in search of a hidden 
submarine base, ending with the report that officials 
of the Navy Department announced on Oct. 17 that the 
search of United States destroyers for hidden German 
submarine bases in American waters will be abandoned 
just as soon as the torpedoboat destroyers complete 
hunting the areas now assigned to them. “The hunt 
has been fruitless,” adds the New York Times. “The 
policy of Secretary Daniels has been to run down every 
report about secret bases, wireless plants and other 
possible neutrality violations. Navy officers generally 
appear to be satisfied that no base exists in American 
jurisdiction.”

im the event of further submarine raids on shipping off 
these shores, were put into service on Oct. 13 from Bar 
Harbor, Me., to New York. The Paulding was at Bar 


‘Harbor and the Sterett at New York. Between these 


two ports nine other destroyers were on observation 
duty that extended a considerable distance out to sea, 
well beyond the lanes of coastwise vessels. The opera- 
tions of the patrol were being directed from the flagship 
Birmingham by Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves. Two 
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destroyers were at Boston Harbor in compliance with 
the new orders by which the neutrality. service of recent 
months has been increased. They are the Warringten 
and Reid. Admiral Mayo, commanding the Atlantic 
Fleet, notified the Navy Department on the same day 
that he had ordered a survey of the New England coast 
to investigate reports that belligerent ships. had estab- 
lished a base .there, or that wireless plants were being 
operated in violation of American neutrality. 

The U.S.8. Drayton sailed from Portland, Me., on 
Oct. 16 for the eastward, the Coast Guard cutter Ossipee 
sailing from the same port on the same day. Both were 
reported on a search for a submarine or wireless base. 
The destroyer McDougal left Eastport, Me., on Oct. 15, 
and arrived at Newport, R.I., om Oct. 16. The Smith, 
I.amson and Monaghan reached Newport on Oct. 14, 
and press despatches reported the nineteen destroyers 
in harbor there on that day to-be “all ready for instant 
call to sea.” The armored cruiser North Carolina, 
which reached Newport Oct. 14, sailed next day for 
New London to begin experiments with flying machines 
against submarines, which resulted in a press report 
that “possibly the aeroplanes on the ship are to be 
employed in the search problem.” The torpedo training 
ship Montana sailed Oct. 15 for Napeague Bay for tor- 
pedo practice. The mine layer Patapsco joined the war- 
ships in Narragansett Bay on Oct. T5, when twenty-two 
warships were at anchor about the flagship Birmingham, 
where, according to a press despatch, Kear Admiral 
Albert Gleaves “remains aboard constantly.” 

The Washington Evening Times printed the following ¢ 
“The fact that United States destroyers rushed to the 
assistance of vessels attacked by the German submarine 
U-53 last Sunday had orders to ‘prepare for action’ is 
disclosed by one of the officers of the destroyer squadron 
in a personal letter. By the time the destroyers reached 
the scene of German submarine operations in response 
to S O S calls, the naval officer said in his letter, 
written to a relative, they had ‘war-heads on torpedoes, 
—— at all guns, and everything in readiness for 
action.’ ” 


ADMIRAL FISKE ON U-BOAT VISIT. 


In an article by Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, 
U.S.N., on “What the Visit of the German Navy Sub- 
mersible U-53 Portends for Us,” that was printed in 
the New York Times, Sun and many other papers 
throughout the United States on Oct. 15, he points 
out that “the U-53 has shown us how accessible our 
shores are to Europe, the pacifists to the contrary not- 
withstanding.” Admifal Fiske develops this idea to 
show how easy it would be for a foreign nation to 
blockade our ports and that “the clearest consequence 
of our national policy of unpreparedness is to. submit 
us to the menace of blockade. Blockade can be estab- 
lished without an actual state of war, without even a 
declaration of war, It has often been used by nations 
. bring other nations to terms; it is an act just short 
of war.” 

“There are some who believe that the probability of 
our becoming involved in a war with a great naval 
nation is so slight that blockade is not worth thinking 
about,” Admiral Fiske continues. “Perhaps the time 
has come when it will be well to consider what factors 
determine the degree of probability. It is clear that 
as between two countries of equal wealth the probability 
of war varies with the disparity between their navies; 
and unless other nations are involved is practically zero 
if their navies are equal in power. Therefore’ the 
greatest probability of war is between two countries of 
which one is the more rich and the other the more 
powerful. In other: words, the most pregnant cause 
of war is the combination of conflicting interests with 
disparity in power. We must realize that it is not 
enough to consider the situation as it is ngw between 
us and any given foreign Power, but that it is neces- 
sary to look at least as many years ahead as it will 
take to get ready to meet that foreign Power. 

“Let us take any foreign Power and call that Power 
X. How long would it take us to get ready to meet X? 
Let us say ten years. Question: Are we sure that we 
shall remain at peace with X for ten years? This can 
only be answered by the man so wise that he knows 
what the international situation and the commercial 
situation will be ten years hence. Let him speak.”

The Navy Department 
made this announcement on Oct. 16, amending a previous, 
announcement that Noy. 25 had been fixed as the date. 

In a northwest gale in Buzzards Bay, Mass., on Oct. 
14, the U.S.S. Nicholson lost one of her 21-inch tor- 
pedoes. Her. motor sailer broke away and was later 
found on the rocks of Naushon Island with holes stove 
in its side. 

A U.S.S. collier will be sent to New York city on 
Oct. 23 to be loaded with supplies obtained by the 
American Committee for Armenian and Syrian Relief 
that are to be sent to the Near East. 

While the U.S.S. Arkansas was being shifted from 
one berth to another in the navy yard, New York, on 
Oct. 11, her ram grazed the port propeller of the U.S.S, 
Pennsylvania, inflicting a slight injury to the blades. 

To test their 14-inch rifles against the Navy’s latest 
armor plate, the U.S.S. Pennsylvania, Nevada and Okla- 
homa will shoot at the hull of the ram Katahdin, which 
has just been covered with new armor. The Katahdin 
rests on the bottom of the Chesapeake, near the mouth 
of the Rappahannock River. 

Capt. E. H. Durell, U.S.N., in command of the Con- 
necticut, will be detached from that ship Oct. 25 to com-

The Secretary of the Treasury has awarded silver life- 

- saving medals to Albert G. Row, chief boatswain’s mate, 
U.S.N.; Ervin C. Cameron, coal passer, U.S.N., and Ed- 
ward H. Pawlowsky, private, U.S.M.C. Row jumped 
overboard into the waters of Mare Island Strait March 3, 
1916, and endeavored to rescue an enlisted man of the 
Marine Corps. Cameron succeeded in rescuing a man 
from drowning off Gloucester, Mass., July 4, 1916, and 
Private Pawlowsky rescued a woman from drowning near 
New Orleans, La., July 10, 1916. 

John Hays Hammond, jr., has had a new boat built 
at City Island, N.Y., to be used in demonstrating his 
wireless control of a craft off shore. She is fifty feet 
long, ten feet beam and three feet draught, and is called 
H-4, Gloucester, Mass., being her home port.

C.M.O. 23; 1916, Navy Department, contains the report 
of the trial by G.C.M. of Comdr. Henry B. Price, 
U.S.N., on the two charges of “culpable negligence and 
inefficiency in the performance of duty” and “through 
negligence suffering a vessel of the Navy to be stranded.” 
The court on July 18, 1916, found the first specification 
of the first charge “proved” and the second specifica- 
tion of the first charge “not proved”; and that he was 
“gnilty” of the second charge. He was sentenced to a 
loss of five numbers in his grade, but a recommendation 
to clemency was signed by six of the seven members of 
the court. The recommendation to clemency was denied 
“in view of the very lenient sentence adjudged in this 
case. 

C.M.O. 24, 1916, Navy Department, contains the 
verdict of the trial by G.C.M. on July 24, 1916, of Lieut. 
(J.G.) Conrad Ridgely on the charges of - “culpable 
inefficiency in the performance of duty,” by which the 
U.S.S. San Francisco ran ashore on a shoal, and of the 
same charge repeated in connection with the allegation 
ef his failure to utilize in navigating the ship certain 
well known methods. The court declared the specifica- 
tion of the first charge was “not proved,” coming to the 
same opinion on all four specifications of the second 
charge, declaring Lieutenant Ridgely “not guilty” of 
both charges. The Navy Department gives a long 
opinion on the “Responsibility of Navigator” in this 
order, “approves the proceedings, but disapproves the 
findings and acquittal.”

On the 15th the a#mies of General von Linsingen west 
of Lutsk and of General von Boehm-Ermolli on the 
Narayuoka, in Galicia, continued to repulse extremely 
heavy Russian attacks on their fronts, and on the 16th 
the Russians maintained the offenisve in Volhynia with 
large forces. After a very heavy bombardment the Rus- 
sian columns attacked between Postonyty and Svininsky, 
west of Babnov, south of Zakircy and between Kiselin 
and Zaturze. The assaulting columns suffered enormous 
losses, but failed to make any progress. 

In Galicia, southwest of Svisteliki, on the River 
Narayuoka, a German attack upon a fortified position 
was repulsed. On Oct. 14 the Russian artillery bom- 
barded heavily the hostile positions below Brody,-. but 
the infantry attacks failed. On the 15th a German 
attack was repulsed north of Stanislau, and in ‘the region 
of Zlorow, on the Tarnopol-Krasnhe railway, a new battle 
developed. i . 

West of Lutsk, in the Zaturze “sector, a Russian 
assault broke down under artillery fire with severe loss, 
and the same fate overtook a strong attack. on the 
Narayuoka between Lipicadolna and Skomorochy. South 
of Lipicadolna, after several massed Russian attacks had 
been repulsed on the 15th, battalions of the German 
Guard Fusiliers and Pomeranian Grenadiers pursued 
the broken forces and won trenches on a front of one 
and a quarter miles, capturing thirty-six officers, 1,900 
men and ten machine guns. 
directly north of MHalicz, where the Russians were 
attempting a drive toward Lemberg. A desperate battle 
continued in-this whole region on Oct. 18. Southwest 
of Herbutov, on the west side of the Narayuoka, the 
Germans took 350 prisoners and twelve machine guns 
on the 18th. 

In the Carpathians the Teuton forces were repulsed 
in several attacks at Dorna Watra and Kirlibaba, but 
they recaptured the summit of Smotrec, which they had 
lost on Sept. 21. In a later attack at Kirlibaba they 
took 446 Russian prisoners. Southeast of Panther 
Ridge a Russian attack failed on Oct. 15, and the fol- 
lowing day the Austro-German forces attacked heavily 
in the Dorna Watra and Kirlibaba sectors, near the 
juncture of the Russian, Roumanian and Austrian 
frontiers. In continuing their success on Smotrec the 
Germans took three officers. and 381 men prisoners. At 
the village of Coman and east of Kirlibaba the Austrians 
took 1,102 prisoners. Southeast of Dorna Watra the 
Austro-German forces drove the Russians back of the 
Negra Valley, where one officer and 217 men were cap- 
tured. The following day the victors pushed on and 
took some heights east of the Negra stream. The power- 
ful Teuton offensive in this sector is intended to drive 
<r between the Roumanians and their Russian 
allies. 

North of the Pinsk marshes, in a region usually very 
inactive, the Germans, following a bombardment, stormed 
Russian trenches along the western bank of the Shara 
River, near the village of Goldovitchi. They were driven 
out by a counter-attack after a hard battle. 


THE SOUTHERN THEATER OF WAR. 


In the Trentino the Italians won strong Austrian 
posts in the Pasubio region between Sette Croci and 
Monte Roite. Thirty-two prisoners were taken’ and 
hostile bomb attacks were repulsed between Monte Spil 
and Monte Corno. On the night of Oct. 13 an Austrian 
attack on Busa Alta was checked, and attacks on the 
slopes of Monte Pasubio failed the following day, and 
when again repeated on the 15th and 16th. The Italians, 
counter-attacking, made some progress toward Monte 
Roite, and in the Cosmagnon region. an Austro-Hungarian 
battery of four guns was captured. In the Posnia Valley 
an Italian post was taken by surprise, but rewon later. 
On Oct. 17 General Cadorna’s men after effective artil- 
lery preparation stormed a strong redoubt called the 
“Tooth of Pasubio” and captured seventy-two prisoners. 

On the Isonzo the Italians repulsed attacks at Sober, 
near Gorizia, on Oct. 14, and subsequently buried 400 
dead Austrians on this front. Later the Italian troops 
extended their occupaticn of Sober ridge northward as 
far as the road from San Pietro to Prebacina. An 
Austrian report of- the 16th mentions the capture of 
two officers, twenty-one men and three machine guns in 
this sector, and the Italian reports tell of small successes 
east of Vertobizza. 

On the Carso Austrian counter-attacks failed south of 
Villa Nova and toward Hill 144. Later Italian troops 
captured ground between the Austrian first and second 
lines. They reached the western slopes of Monte 
Pecinba and the first houses of Locvizza and Hudileg. 
Ten officers and 390 men were captured. Novavas was 
taken by General Cadorna’s men, who are steadily 
forging ahead in this region, which for more than a year 
had stopped them completely. 


THE BALKAN THEATER OF WAR. 


On the Transylvanian frontier the Roumanians have 
during the week made a sturdy resistance to the 
_threatened invasion from the north. On’ Oct. 13 their 
cavalry defeated six hostile infantry attacks at Crasna, 
a customs station in Tarlang Valley. In the valley of 
Buzcui the Roumanians succeeded in stopping another 
Teuton column. On frontier heights east and southeast 
of Kronstadt the Germans captured eighteen officers, 639 
men and five machine guns. The Roumanians have 
been completely driven out of eastern Transylvania in 
the Gyergyo and Mszek valleys. On Oct. 14 the 
Roumanians were forced back from Czik Szereda to 
Gymes Pass, and on the frontier passes of Budzenland 
eight officers, men and six machine guns were 
captured. South of Hatzeg the Roumanians won part 
of a crest, but later lost it in a counter-attack. 

At Predeal, south of Tomas Pass, in Roumania, the 
German advance was checked, but at Guivala the Rou- 
manian forces were compelled to retreat on Rucaru. In 
Juil Valley on Oct. 15 Roumanian troops stormed the 
summit of Mount Negri and took one officer and forty 
men prisoners. On the 16th and 17th there were a large 
number of minor engagements among the mountain

passes, with the Roumanians holding their positions. as, 
a whole and winning some local successes. : 

General von Falkenhayn’s troops had penetrated some 
miles into Roumania at Rucaru, and at Mateias Hill,’ 
twelve miles inside Roumanian territory, in the Torzburg. 
Pass region, they won a battle on the 17th. In Gyimes 
Pass the Austro-Germans reached Agas, seven miles, 
inside Roumania. 

In Dobrudja an advanced Bulgarian detachment cap- 
tured the village of Nultiova. Constanza, the seaport, 
was attacked by a squadron of seaplanes and oil tanks 
in the harbor were set ‘on fire. 

On Oct. 17 a Bulgarian force defeated a Russo-Rou- 
manian detachment of three battalions and two batteries. 
between Kujus Manu and Enigea. They retreated in 
disorder and lost their guns and ammunition. 

_ On the Struma front British armed cars reconnoiter- 
ing found the hostile lines along-the Seres-Demir Hissar 
and Seres-Saloniki lines are strongly held. — British 
artillery is ‘bombarding Seres, Hiristos and Barkakli 
Juma. The arrival of ‘Turkish’ detachments in this 
region is reported. ‘ 

On the Doiran front the British raided trenches north. 
of Doljeli and there is active skirmishing between patrols. 
all through this sector. , 

In western Macedonia there have been lively artillery’ 
duels on both sides of the Monastir-Florina railway. In 
the bend of the Cerna River six ‘consecutive Serbian 
attacks were repulsed close to Skochivir. On Oct. '15 
the battle along the Cerna continued, with both sides 
claiming small advantages. On the 18th the Bulgarians 
a a Serbian outpost from the northern bank of the 

erna. ‘ 

East of the Vardar the Bulgarians checked an effort 
by Allied’ troops ‘to advance against the heights ‘south 
of the village of Bogorodica, but ‘on Oct. 18 the French - 
Yi ‘trenches“on the right bank to a depth ‘of 400 
eet. , 


THE MORE REMOTE THEATERS OF WAR, , 


In Armenia on Oct. 15 and 16 attacks by Turks and 
Kurds were repulsed by the Russian troops at Sudindag

A circular issued by the Navy Department on Oct. 20 
fixes the number of officers under the new personnel 
legislation.

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Following is the construction given by the Navy 
Department to the term “immediate superior in com- 
mand” as used in the paragraph of the Act of Aug. 29, 
1916, providing for summary courts-martial: “The term 
‘immediate superior in command,’ as used in the above 


act, is construed as meaning that officer present who 

in the chain of command of the forces immediately 

present, is next above the officer ordering the summary 

court-martial. Thus the officer present commanding a 

division is next above each of the commanding officers 
of the ships of*that division present; the officer present 
commanding a brigade is next above each of the com- 
manding officers of the regiments of that brigade present ; 

and when ships are present which are not attached to 
a unit under the command of an officer present junior 
to the senior officer present, the commanding officers of 
such ships are next below the senior officer present 

which latter officer is the immediate superior in command 
of such commanding officers. If the officer who orders 
the summary court-martial is in the presence of an 
‘immediate superior in command’ he should sign and 
forward the record to such superior in command for the 
latter’s final action, and the latter should sign thus. 
From the above it will be seen that in acting upon sum- 
mary court-martial records in the future the term ‘senior 
officer present’ is to be used only when the officer con- 
vening the court is in fact the senior officer present. A: 
revising authority, whose action is essential to validate 
the sentence of a summary court, will in every case 
indicate the fact by using the term ‘immediate superior 
in command,’ even though such revising authority be in 
fact the senior officer present.” 
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DECISIONS BY THE COMPTROLLER. 


In the case of a claim for $118.36 by Brig. Gen, ©. 
E. Murray, N.J. Naval Militia, the Comptroller decides 
that the Naval Militia are entitled to pay for the actual 


number of days they are in service without regard to 
the Act of June 30, 1906, prescribing the method of 
computing monthly and annual salaries. 

The Comptroller holds that the Naval Reserve estab- 
lished by the Act of March 3, 1914, was superseded by 
the Naval Reserve Force established by the Act of Aug. 
29, 1916, and that the Navy Department is wrong in 
assuming that the two-establishments continue currently. 
Unexpended balance of the appropriation of $130,000 
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for the old reserve can be used for winding up its affairs 
in addition to being at the same time immediately 
available for use for its successor, the Naval Reserve 
Force. This permits the allowance of the current pay 
and expenses of the twenty-four men of the first Naval 
Reserve on active duty until they can be recalled, but 
not of the 476 men not on duty on Aug. 29, 1916. 
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TEST OF ARMORED RAILWAY CAR. 


The first modern armored railway car built for the 
U.S. Army was tested at the Sandy Hook Proving 
Grounds on Oct. 18. The car mounts on its top one 
3-inch field gun, and has ports in its armored sides from 
which twenty machine guns can be operated. It was 
designed By the Corps of Engineers, and was built by 
‘the Standard Steel Car Company of Hammond, Ind. 
The car was completed and delivered in twenty-seven 
* days after the order was placed. The Board of Engineers 
before whom the car underwent its tests at Sandy Hook 
consisted of Col. Frederic V. Abbot, Col. Harry Taylor 
and Lieut. Col. Charles H. McKinstry, C.E., U.S.A. 
Capt. Thomas M: Robins, C.E., U.S.A., who had a lead- 
ing part in the designing of the car, and Brig. Gen. 
William M. Black, Chief of. the Corps of . Engineers, 
U.S.A.,. who came on from Washington to witness the 
tests, were also present. 

The car has been described as a moving blockhouse, 
built of heavy steel, and intended for patrol work and 
for action against mobile troop organizations. It is not 
intended to resist artillery fire, although cars of that 
type are also said to be a matter of study in the Army 
at present. As a matter of fact, one gondola car which. 
mounf$ a single 4.7-inch howitzer is now at Sandy Hook 
waiting to be tested. This car was built by the Ordnance 
Department. ‘The car is officially known as a light 
armored car, and the single 3-inch gun which will be 
operated from it is mounted in a well on the top and 
in the center of the car. The gun-well may also.be used 
as a fighting top for troops using either machine guns 
or rifles. The twenty machine gun ports in the car are 
arranged eight to a side and two at each end. In addi- 
tion, there are six observation ports. The car may be 
entered through stee! doors from either side and from 
both ends. 

The interior of the car is divided into three compart- 
ments, the two end ones being those from which the 
machine guns will be operated, while the center space 
will be used as the ammunition room. About twenty 
men are required to man the car, but in an emergency 
twelve could keep all of its guns in action. The car 
weighs about 80,000 pounds, is about forty-eight feet 
long, ten feet wide and is operated on two sets of heavy 
trucks. The result of the tests on Oct. 18, which-involved 
the fighting of the car both underway and standing, will 
not be made public at this time. Unofficially, however, 
officers said that there was no doubt that the car stood 
the tests to the satisfaction of every officer wro witnessed 
them.

After the exercises the brigade 
entrained on special cars furnished by their hosts and returned 
to the station after spending a most enjoyable day. ; 

Through the courtesy of the commandant the brigade of 
apprentice seamen took part in the opening exercises of the 
South Shore Country Club Fair of recent date. A special 
train took them to Chicago, where they paraded across the 
city before entraining on the Illinois Central for the club. 
One company encamped on the grounds-and remained there 
for four days to take part in the different events in athletics.

The 
National Defense Act provides that privates, first -class, Med. 
Dept., shall be eligible for ratings for additional pay as fol- 
lows: As dispensary assistant, $2 a month; as nurse, $3 a 
month; as surgical assistant, $5 a month. No enlisted man 
shall receive more than one rating for additional pay under 
this section, nor shall“any enlisted man receive any ad@itional 
pay under such rating unless he shall have actually performed 
the duties for which he shall be rated.

FIRST ALABAMA CAVALRY. 


The 1st Cavalry Regiment, National Guard of Alabama, was 
mobilized at Montgomery on Sept. 20, 1916. ‘‘This regi- 
ment has a unique, though short history,’’ writes a corre- 
spondent. ‘‘It is the first regiment organized under the new 
Defense Act, the first Cavalry regiment ever organized as a 
unit in the United States in time of peace, and the first and 
only Cavalry regiment, except the Rough Riders, organized as 
a unit, in the United States since the Civil War. 

‘*The labor incident to raising a Cavalry regiment from ‘the 
ground up’ is simply Herculean where no nucleus exists 
except that afforded by the prospective troop officers; no in- 
centive except a desire upon the part of recruits to do their 
full duty as American citizens; no bands playing and no ex- 
citement or speechmaking: Steady, persistent effort; hard 
licks and loyal support of the citizenship of Alabama is what 
turned the trick. 

**Col. Robert E. Steiner, the commanding officer, turned his 
large law practice over to his partners and threw himself 
wholly into the task which he had laid out for himself. He 
persisted in his efforts until others were fired by his example 
and a general appreciation of the importance of the move- 
ment began to be felt. He is a busy lawyer in active prac- 
tice, interested in public affairs, prominent in social and _ busi- 
ness life, takes an active interest in every movement to better 
conditions in the community, and is especially interested in 
the training and education of young men, being one of the 
trustees of the State University. He has been for a number 
of years an active friend of the National Guard, and served 
through the various grades, incident to the Guardsman’s ex- 
perience. 

‘*When the regiment was mobilized at Montgomery, it met 
the fate of all such newly organized units; no uniforms, no 
shoes, short on equipment of all sorts except tentage and mess 
kits. Very few of the men, except the officers, had any previ- 
ous military experience. It had, however, an asset worth all 
else; the American enthusiasm which stands ready to con- 
quer every difficulty. 

‘“‘The regiment is fortunate in having the advice of a 
Seasoned and experienced Regular Army officer, Capt. Thomas 

Roberts, 7th Cav., U.S.A., designated as inspector-in- 

structor, who has by his example stimulated both officers and 
men to the highest pitch of military enthusiasm. Already 
they are beginning to adopt the air of veteran campaigners, 
thanks to the teaching of Captain Roberts. 
_‘*The Cavalry zone of the Alabama mobilization camp is 
Situated about two miles from the city of Montgomery and 
presented many drawbacks from a military standpoint, nearly 
all of which have been overcome by persistent effort. The 
camp has been perfectly ditched, all necessary incinerators, 
ete., constructed and such vigorous steps taken along sani- 
tary lines that the regiment has a practically flyless camp, 
the percentage of sickness is almost negligible and health con- 
ditions all that could be asked. The physical condition of the 
personnel of the regiment has been guaranteed by the ex- 
amining surgeons, who have rigidly excluded all men who 
were in the slightest way unfit for arduous military service. 
The residue resultant ‘is a hard, active and physically perfect 
personnel capable of any duty, no matter how arduous its 
nature. 

‘Great things are expected of this regiment and should the 
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opportunity present itself, the 1st Cavalry, N.G. Alabama, 
will be ready for any burden which may be placed upon it 
and capable of any service falling to its lot.’’ 
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NEWPORT NAVAL NOTES. 
Newport, R.I., Oct. 11, 1916, 

On an inspection tour of the naval stations and yards on 
the Atlantic coast, Assistant Secretary of the Navy Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, on board the Dolphin, arrived in this harbor 
Oct. 4. Mrs. Roosevelt accompanied the Secretary, and they 
had as guests at an informal reception that evening Rear Ad- 
miral Austin M. Knight, commanding the naval station, and 
Rear Admiral Albert Gleaves, commander of the destroyer 
fleet. The Dolphin left Oct. 5 for New York and Washington. 

At a meeting of the American Army and Navy Surgical Aid, 
at the Army and Navy Y.M.C.A. Oct. 5, Mrs. A. P. Niblack, 
the president, in the chair, it was voted to join the Red Cross 
as an auxiliary. The Surgical Aid, which works exclusively 
for the Army and Navy, is connected with the U.S. Military 
Relief branch service of the Red Cross. It is hoped to estab- 
lish later a naval base hospital unit in Newport. In place of 
Mrs. William B. Fletcher and Mrs. George C. Thorpe, who 
have left Newport for Washington, Mrs. John V. Babcock was 
elected secretary-treasurer. 

Comdr. R. Z. Johnston, at the naval training station on 
Oct. 6, presented twenty members of the graduating class of 
the Yeoman School with diplomas. These twenty men who 
have passed in all of the studies of the clerical branch will 
now be placed on general detail ready for distribution as the 
needs of the ships of the fleet are received. 

Mrs. Welles, wife of Capt. Roger Welles, who has been 
visiting Miss Martha C. Codman at Berkeley Villa, went to 
New York, Oct. 5, to join her husband, who is in command 
of the battleship Oklahoma. Mr. Henri Lambert, a promi- 
nent Belgian peace advocate, guest recently of Rear Admirai 
and Mrs. French E. Chadwick, was tendered an informal re- 
ception by many of the officers of the Narragansett Bay Naval 
Station and their families on the afternoon of Oct. 5.

Davin made the losers’ touchdown in the third period 
and the failure to kick the goal told the losers’ story. It 
was the Training Station’s fourth straight victory and their 
hardest one of the year.

Opening at eight 
o’clock in the morning, when the station was thrown open 
to visitors, good cheer and an abundance of excitement 
reigned supreme throughout the island all day and well into 
the early hours of Friday, when the grand military ball 
brought the carnival to a close.

There 
were three rings and all the equipment necessary for the 
stunts, from ordinary athletic feats to a flying machine and 
a real sham battle. One of the real sights was back in the 
dressing room, where the equipment necessary for the more 
than 400 performers was laid out. It is doubtful if the real 
Buffalo Bill’s Wild West ever had any more extensive equip- 
ment than was on hand in these rooms. Moving picture con- 
cerns realized the extensiveness of the production, and 
throughout the day the cranking machines were photograph- 
ing the different features just as, three or four days ago, they 
were on hand looking for matter in connection with the work 
of the German submarine. The circus was a remarkable 
record of unique acts, which, it is safe to say, could not be 
equalled by’any other institution in the country, the training 
station enjoying as it does talent within the various schools 
from the pick of young men from all parts of the United 
States. The only outside feature of the circus was the per- 
formance of Colonel Voight’s two trained horses, Chief Red 
Skin and Merry Widow. As the band struck up the ‘‘Merry 
Widow’’ waltz the horses picked up the step and carried it 
through with such excellent effect that the act, originally 
down on the program for ten minutes, was nearly twice that 
time before the stunt was taken off, due to the applause. 

The midway was assigned that part of the grounds west of 
Barracks C and north of the auditorium. Beginning with the 
auditorium, which was running a moving picture show, there 
was a little more than makes up the average ~e= Harry, 
the Hairy Horse, African Dodger, Wild Man, Teddy bears, 
fortune tellers, rifle ranges, submarine diving, a nautical 
museum and chance booths without number. While reaping 
its greatest returns during the intervals between the big fea- 
tures, it held forth all day and evening, and the various at- 
tractions, assisted by a score of expert “‘barkers,’’ contributed 
a goodly portion of the receipts of the day. 

As the circus was the big attraction of the afternoon, so 
was the military ball the event of the night. Fully 1,000 
people enjoyed the splendid drill hall floor of Barracks B for 
dancing. Governor Beeckman was there as well as the latest 
rookie on the station, all taking part in the enjoyment of the 
more than fourteen dances to the music of the Newport Banjo 
band. The drill hall floor of Barracks B contains about 
17,000 square feet of dancing space. The banjo band was 
specially enlarged for the occasion and gave splendid satis- 
faction. There were 126 couples counted in the grand march. 
Leading was Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight with the wife 
of Governor Beeckman, followed by Governor Beeckman with 
Mrs. R. Z. Johnston, wife of the commanding officer of the 
station, Comdr. R. Z. Johnston with Miss Knight, Mr. Charles 
E. Sands with Miss Roberta Willard, Lieut. Comdr. and Mrs. 





Franck Taylor Evans, Lieut. and Mrs. Frank H. Sadler, Lieut, 
Frank Belknap, jr., and Mrs. Walter Andrews. The grand 
march ended with the marchers coming up the floor sixteen 
abreast, amid the applause of the onlookers. Outside of Bar- 
racks B there was an illumination of hundreds of red, white 
and blue electric lights, while the interior was abundantly 
decorated with the flags and bunting. 

The opening of the football game in the morning was 
naturally the right kind of a start for the rest of the day. 
Not a cloud or a breeze was evident and before 3,000 spec- 
tators the Army team went down to defeat before the train- 
ing station to the score of 19 to 6. The training station won 
by superior all around playing, showing more power than they 
have for a number of years and should give a good account of 
themselves in the coming games with the other Government 
teams in the surrounding country. As a result, two large 
silver trophies go to the training station, one being given, as 
in a number of years past, by the Italian society, while the 
other was a special gift for this occasion, made by ex-Mayor 
Frederick P. Garrettson, of Newport. 

The game over, the crowd for the most part flocked to the 
midway, while the others enjoyed the sights of the island and, 
with the assistance of the souvenir program, picked out the 
various activities from Barracks A and the Yeoman School 
on the east side of the island to the bakery at the north and 
the old Constellation tied up at the wharf at the south end. 
It, is needless to say that hundreds gained thereby informa- 
tion at first hand of the schooling and preparation required 
by their Uncle Sam before a ‘‘rookie’’ can become a young 
man-o’-warsman, Spectators were here-from all parts of the 
country. They seemed to have an abundance of money and 
certainly contributed freely. The commanding officer saw to 
it that the paymaster looked after all the boys in this re- 
spect also and they contributed their share toward the suc- 
cess of the occasion. 

For the painstaking efforts and sacrifices of all who con- 
tributed and thereby helped the various charities, Admiral 
Knight and Commander Johnston have expressed their sin- 
cere thanks. Especially is credit due to Surg. John B. Kauf- 
man, who, as athletic officer, and assisted by Secretary J. R. 
Conahay, of the Army and Navy Y.M.C.A., had direct charge, 
and has worked early and late for weeks. Chief Yeoman 
Gould for writing the feature acts and training the boys out- 
side of those of a military or athletic nature deserves credit. 
It was he who had the planning of the various properties 
and was the author of a considerable part of the show. Chief 
Yeoman McNulty as publicity agent worked zealously and to 
his work, to a great extent, is due the credit for an attend- 
ance falling just short of the 5,000 mark. To many others, 
in charge of numerous details, carried on in harmony, is due 
the success of the whole. he work of all will make the 
carnival day of 1916 one long to be remembered.

A recent order, presumably to assist in keeping good order 
among the militiamen who may visit the city, went into effect 
last week. It is that if any regiment has more than ten men 
arrested per month by the provost guard in El Paso all the 
men of the regiment will have to remain in camp for an entire 
day following. This is carrying out the idea, “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” Wild enthusiasm prevailed among the Massa- 
chusetts militiamen when on returning from the hike the latter 
part of the week it was learned that the 5th, 8th and 9th 
Infantry would immediately entrain for home. The 5th Regi- 
ment left El Paso Thursday for Boston, the 8th left Friday 
and the 9th will go this evening. All took different routes, 
but by request of the governor of Massachusetts and Mayor 
Curley, of Boston, they will practically all reach the Hub of 
the Universe at the same time. This was a plan of the mayor’s 
in order that a parade of the entire force which has been on 
the border might be held, and also that they might all enjoy 
the festivities arranged for their reception in Boston. The 
men were paid off just prior to their departure, in order that 
they could take home with them remembrances from El Paso. 
Gen. Le Roy Sweetser, commanding the Massachusetts Brigade, 
will remain in El Paso with the detachments of troops from 
that state who have been left to dismantle the camp and to 
turn over any property. 

The 33d Michigan Infantry, commanded by Col. John B. 
Voucher, of Cheboygan, has the only armored motor truck that 
has been brought to El Paso by the National Guard. The car 
was a gift from the local branch of the Reo Company; it is a 
matter of much interest to the other soldiers who have never 
before seen one. ee 

The fifteen days’ hike of the 20,000 soldiers of the militia, 
under command of Gen. Charles Morton, was concluded Friday 
when the men returned to their various camps in the El Paso 
district. The hike was participated in by troops from Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Massachusetts, Kentucky and South Carolina. The 
troops began arriving in the city at about nine o'clock Friday 
morning, and it was not until after five in the afternoon that 
the last unit had passed through the streets of the city on their 
way to their camps.

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The Balkan Relief Fund, under the auspices of The 
Christian Work, 70 Fifth avenue, New York, makes a 
strong appeal for contributions on behalf of the starving 
Albanians, who have suffered to the extent of 200,000 
women and children who have died of starvation, while 
not one woman or child has died of hunger in Belgium. 
William Willard Howard, of. New York, who has re- 
turned from his third trip to this hunger zone of Europe, 
predicts that the entire population of Albania will die 
of famine and pestilence unless helped. He says that 
in Albania corn is fifty dollars a bushel, flour eighty 
dollars a sack, and macaroni five dollars a pound. “I 
want to go back to Albania,’ Mr. Howard says, “with 
a shipload of food. I have arranged for a ship—a new 
‘American ship, just launched and fitted for sea. The 
ship is ready and waiting. A number of distinguished 
gentlemen in New York—mostly clergymen and editors 
of newspapers—will co-operate in an appeal for a relief 
eargo for the ship. The treasurer selected to receive 
contributions is the Rev. Frederick Lynch, D.D., editor 
of The Christian Work and secretary of the Carnegie 
Church Peace Union. Contributions in any amount— 
from the price of a loaf of bread upward—may be sent 
to the Balkan Relief Fund, 70 Fifth avenue, New York 
city.” 
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General Joffre’s quiet humor is typified in a story 
which comes from the trenches.

faction that the cause was to be found in mental strain. 
General Joffre was asked for his opinion, and while 
agreeing with the conclusion arrived at by his officers 
naively added that it was also very difficult in war time 
to obtain the toilet accessories to which one was accus- 
tomed in times of peace.—Tit-Bits.
